Billy Franklin's Book,

Each year in August, the Vir- 
ginia Beach Jaycees host the East 
Coast Surfing Championships at 
theOceanfront

governor is invited to present the

It's a tradition, said former Jaycee 
president, Lairy Bell. 

One fwmer Jaycee, a woman in- 
terviewed in Billy Franklin's book. 
Tough Enough, who requested that 
Franklin not publish her ftame, 
claims that the visiting governor 
carried on more dtan tradition at the 
1984 ECSC. According to the 
woman. United States Senator 
Charles S. Robb, then governor, 
snorted cocaine in a Jaycee 
hospitality trailer along with sev- 
eral Virginia Beach Jaycees. 

"They do wondrous things for the 
beach," said the woman in the book 
about the Jaycees, "but they don't 
do it unless there's drugs and alco- 
hol going on. When you're raising 
money for underprivileged people, 
you don't need to do it partying un- 
til you drop dead." 

The Virginia Beach Jaycees is 
one of three local Jaycee organiza- 
tions. With its membership of 
about 300, the group is a self-help 



service ora^ization for residents 
between the i^es of 21 and 40. The 
ECSC is the organization's largest 
fundraiser. 

^cwding to Bell, mme of the 
Jaycee functions, whether it be 
ECSC or a social, ever had any 
(fangs present 

"Any parties I went to, I never 
saw any kind of that activity and 
wouldn't condone it," said Bell, 
who was Jaycee president from 
1981-82.

According to the woman in 
Franklin's book, which tells the 
story of the cocaine investigation of 
Robb, she left the Jaycees after a 
two-year membership because of its 
extensive drug use. At the time thai 
she said she saw Robb using co- 
caine, she was also using drugs. 

"She probably feels like she can't 
name herself because she'd be pros- 
ecuted," said Bell.

Seven Out Of Ten Council 
Members In Favor Of Rezoning

The Virginia Beach City Council 
member from Princess Anne Bor- 
ough, where the 1,192.50 acres of 
farmland that was rezoned, said that 
she "would talk all night . . . and 
go into tomorrow night (if she 
thought it would do any good) but 
I'm afraid I got the message." 

The message was that seven of 
the ten voting council members 
were in favor of the rezoning that 
would change the agriculturally- 
zoned land into office institutional, 
commercial, lodging and residential 
^ uses. 

The property is south of the 
city's Green Line, a paper line in- 
tended to preserve the agricultural 
nature of the southern part of the 
city. The incursion of other uses 
south of the line was made possible 
by the creation of a transition area 
south of the line in the new com- 
prehensive land use plan. The 
newiy-rezoned property is located 
within that transition area. 

Princess Anne Borough Coun- 
cilwoman Reba McClanan called 
the plan for the rezoned property, 
submitted by the developers. Lake 
Ridge Associates', "too nebulous . . 
. I remember Ocean Lakes ( a (te- 
velopment of one of the Lake Ridge 
principals, R.G. Moore) where the 
school site offered by the developers 
(didn't turn out to be unsuitable). 

This was going to be something we 
couldn't do without" 

As a result, she said, the city is 
left with the bill for a $30 million 
high school, a $15 million middle

school and a road that needs widen 
ing, or $50 million to $70 million- 
ihe citizens will be left to pay. "I'd 
like to think we've learned our 
lessons, but I don't think so." 

She said that speakers on both 
sides did a good job in presenting 
their views, but "the U'uth is that 
the people here were not the people 
involved." 

Although a number of people 
were in the Council Chambers in 
opposition to the rezoning, the 
Council Chambers was packed with 
people with support 

McClanan said that she did not 
think there was sufficient reason for 
the rezonings, that the water situa- 
tion was extremely imp(Mlant, that 
the plan of the (tevelopers "is a plan 
that is not really a plan, (that it is) 
not specific does not spell out to 
the citizens (what specifically it 
will do.

"Our World Fell Apart" - David Hand 

Hand's Two Sons, Brian And David, Are Both 
Diagnosed With Cancer; Both Are hi Remission

Aurora Hand used to take fertility 
pills 10 try and become pregnant. 

When she finally gave birth to 
two healthy boys, she had no idea 
that her dream of raising a family 
would be shattered. 

Aurora and her husband, David, 
arc the parcnls of Brian, 14, and 
David, Jr., 12. Brian has brain stem 
cancer and David, because of bone 
cancer, has had his left leg ampu- 
tated. 

They had the perfect family life - 
Aurora look care of the children 
while David, a Navy lieutenant, 
was out to sea. They didn't find out 
until Brian was seven years old that 
he had cancer. 

"Our world fell apart," said 
David, a Salem Woods resident. 

A bump in the ccnlcr of Brian's 
forchcad prompted the Hands lo uikc 
him in for an cxaminalion. Bui,

doctors look an X-ray and said ihai 
Uie bump was normal and it soon 
disappeared. 

Then, when Brian's vision be- 
came impaired and the was fre- 
quently vomiting, the Hands be- 
came worried. When he was seven, 
Brian was diagno.scd as having a 
brain luhior, with excessive fluid 
on the brain. Once the fluids were 
drained, however, Brian's symploms 
went away. 

Il wasn't unlil 1985, allcr ihc 
family was uan-sfcrrcd lo California, 
ihai ihc tumor was localcd in 
Brian's brain stem. 

"The doctors couldn't find it 
They just couldn't sec ihe blockage. 



It just couldn't be found," said 
David. 

When Brian was diagnosed, 
David was on a deployment, ll 
wa.sn't until he pulled inio port in 
Singapore thai he learned of his 
son's condition. 

Brian had lost the upper glaze in 
his eyes and Ihe ability lo swallow. 
Aurora had lo feed him ihrough a 
lube that was placed in his nose. He 
also had no bowel movements. 

"I said, 'I'm responsible for tak- 
ing care of my own kids,' " said 
Aurora, who drove 75 miles a day 
lo take Brian lo ihc doctor. 

After a sample of Brian's brain 
tissue was removed and tested, the 
Hands found out that the tumor was 
malignant. Brian was given a 20 
pocent chance of survival. 

"We fell apart because the kids 
and the family are Aurora's whole 
worid," said David. 

"He said they didn't know how 
long he would live," Aurora added. 
"I didn't lose faith in Gcd. He gave 
life to us." 

Brain completed his radiation 
wsaunents in 1986, just before the 
family was uansferrcd back to Vir- 
ginia Beach. He began chemptMlw- 
apy immcdiaiely, but to no avail. 

"The docwrs said, 'sorry, we cfflj't 
do anvihing for him,' " Aurora siud. 



That same year, Brian suffered a 
stroke, which paralyzed his entire 
right side. That Easier, Brian was 
given his last rights and first com- 
munion al the same lime. The 
Hands almost lost their son, bul he 
began to bounce back. In six 
weeks, Brian went from being bed- 
ridden, to a wheelchair, Uicn to to a 
cane and to a walker, 

"Aurora pored everything into 
Brian. He's very close to his 
mother," said David. 

Soon afu», Brian's tumor began 
to shrink and he was feeling belter. 
Three years later, the family suf- 
fered another blow. 

In 1989, David, Jr. began com- 
plaining about a pain in his leg. 
Aurora look him lo a doctor, who 
in turn told her that he had osiereo 
sarcoma, which affects the long 
limbs. David was on a ship in the 
Mediterranean when he was told ihc 
news and he jusi sal and cried, he 
said. Aurora didn't lake il as well. 

"My happiness is my family," 
said Aurora, who was admillcd to 
the hospital for a nervous break- 
down, "My goal was lo have my 
family logclhcr. Il jusi all fell 
apart" 

David, Jr. spent 10 weeks in 
chemotherapy and had his leg am-

"sky high," said Franklin's attor- 
ney, W.R. "Buster" O'Brien. 

Other sources have also said dial 
there are at least rumors that some- 
one has photos of the fwmer Vir- 
ginia governor in the presence of 
drugs, if not actually snorting co- 
caine, himself. 

But, where are the photos? If . 
diey exist dtey will probably even- 
tually surface. But, until then, it's 
like the Loch Ness monster rumors; 
everybody believes Nessie exists, 
but photos will be the only way to 
prove it 

On the back cover of Franklin's 
book. "Tough Enough," die Great 
Neck private investigator, who 
works out of Norfolk, maintains 
that his publication "demonsuates, 
proof positive, that when Charles 
S. Robb was governor of Virginia, 
he used cocaine.'* 

Well, by most people's standards, 
Ihe accounts related in die book are 
intriguing, interesting, entertaining 
and pulp for future political power 
plays as Robb eyes higher office. 
But no objective outsider looking 
in wants to go on die record saying 
Uiat they Uiink Robb inhaled co- 
caine. 

'There's been many a person 
indicted in our courts" on major 
criminal offenses, based solely on 
eyewitness accounts, said former 
Virginia Beach police chief, W.W. 
Davis. But, he added, "I don't see 
dial happening" in this case. He 
said prosecutors, if Uiey were lo U7 
and convict Robb of drug use, 
"wouldn't have much of a case. No 
prosecutor would put his reputation 
on die line." Davis said "Uiere's 
enough substance" to warrant 
suspicion of Robb, bul no physical 
evidence. Plus, "there's too much 
time lapse, if nodiing else. 

"There's no question dial drugs 
are prevalent at die Beach," Davis 
continued. "... I have my own 
suspicions (about Robb) and my 
own beliefs; but not to go on 
recoid." 

Davis, who was die Virginia 
Beach police chief from 1969 to 
1982, said dial Franklin's book is 
"very damaging, no question, 
politically," and that the con- 
troversy surrounding his alleged 
drug use and womanizing "will 
haunt him from this day fwward." 
But, in all probability, Robb may 
be personally and politically 
scratched by diis issue, but not cut 

And dial seems to be die bottom 
line. This whole ordeal is mean- 
ingless, except to Robb's wife and 
family, his political supporters and 
the voters. The voters, however, 
are notorious for their short mem- 
ory-span about political/personal 
issues. Plus, voters, if they like 
die candidate in the first place, are 
very forgiving. 

Right now, it appears to be a 
personal battle between Robb and 
Franklin, and their respective 
camps. 

Rest assured, diis story is not 
over, and will likely heat up as die 
1992 presidential race gets under- 
way. There arc also rumors thai 
NBC, on the heels of its 
"Expos^" coverage of die issue, is 
currendy preparing more material.

Seeing 
them grow and learn is such a joy. But when something pre- 
vents the growing and learning process, a parent's world can

This is the case for the David and Aurora Hand family ot 
Salem Woods. They have two boys and both have cancer. But, 
they weren't born with it. The cancer was detected while they 
were in elementary school. Both were leading normal lives until 
they became ill. The older Hand boy was diagnosed as having 
brain stem cancer and was given two years to live. That was 
five years ago. The youngest boy had his leg amputated 
because of bone cancer. Both boys are now in remission. 

To say the least, the family was devastated. Mrs. Hand was 
hospitalized for a nervous breakdown, and Mr. Hand, who's a 
diabetic, was away at sea most of the time. Caring for two 
children with a non-curable disease would be a hardship on 
anybody. But, Mrs. Hand did it. And most of the time it was 
by herself. But she didn't mind. These were her children and 
they needed her. 

The boys arc okay for the time being and the Hands are 
praying that they stay that way. The boys arc doing well in 
school and participate in extra curricular activities. They arc 
also spoiled a little by their parents, but that's to be expected! It 
would be kind of hard not to give a child everything you've 
got, especially if you don't know how long he's going to be 
with you. 

The Hands should be commended for their strength and de- 
termination. They've held up well, despite all the trauma that 
has occured in their lives. Hopefully, the family will be to- 
gether forever.

Remembering A Little Rebellion 



This past Saturday, June 1. the city of Virginia Beach celebrated the 
tricentennial of the formation of old Princess Anne County. But even 
before 1691, there were settlers in our area. 

Those early Virginia colonists became concerned in 1676 when the 
royal governor. Sir William Berkeley, failed to take action to repel 
Indian raids on western settlements. They chose Nathaniel Bacon to 
lead a force against the Indians. When this action succeeded. Bacon 
forced the governor to call an assembly. 

The colonists charged the governor with waste and mis-management 
of the colony's affairs and complained that he granted political favors 
to his friends. The governor refused to make changes and branded Ba- 
con a rebel. Fearing for his life, Bacon led his force into Jamestown, 
which was captured and burned. After the governor fled. Bacon was in 
control of the colony. 

Although his death soon ended his little "rebellion," that was not

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been on the staff, that they realized 
where majority of the support was 
on Council and acted accordingly.

first meeting almost two months 
after an absence when she under- 
went an operation, and Council- 
women McClanan and Nancy 
Parker. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones ab- 
stained because of a possible con- 
flict of interest. He said that he 
owned property adjoining the Lake 
Ridge holdings which might be af- 
fected by the rezoning. 

Supporters of die application ex- 
lolled the plan as good for the eco- 
nomic well-being of the city, for 
the job potential, it would provide 
and for the opportunity for 
broadening the tax iMse-for the city. 

The opposition maintained that 
the proffers were not only nubulous 
but did not offer the city enough 
compensation for the impact the 
development would have on city 
services. They also felt that die de- 
velopment was untimely and that 
the city was being given insufTi- 
cienl assurance that it would get 
what is being promised. 

The uncertainly of the city's wa- 
ter supply was cited repeatedly as a 
f dciotcnt to tte develqpmenL 
• Scott extolled the plan because of 
! the multi-use nature of the devcl- 
' opmenl. He said thai there was no 
: way to provide sufficicni roads in 
' the city to transport citizens to

parcels to R-10 Residential, single 
family development on 10,000 
square foot lots, from A- 12 Apart- 
ment District (103.5 acres - 12 
units an acre) and A- 1 8 Apartment 
District (23.6 - 18 units an acre). 

Although the city had set a ratio 
of non-residentiai/residential at 
70/30, Scott said that the Lake 
Ridge development would be a 90 
percent non-residential against 10 
percent residential. 

The property is located at Land- 
stown Road and Princess Anne 
Road.

The applications were deferred by 

Council on Dec. 18 pending the 
adoption of the Comprehensive 
Plan, and on March 26 and April 9 
to revise die proffers. 

The transition zone was added in 
December of 1990 to die Compre- 
hensive Plan draft, which was sub- 
mitted in September of 1990. The 
transition area overlaps die holdings 
of dw Lake Ridge Associates. 

Partners of Lake Ridge Associ- 
ates arc E.J. Strelitz, B.E.B. Asso- 
ciates (Bonnie S. Brand, E. J. Stre- 
litz and Brian L. Strelitz), RID 
Land Investment (Ronald I. Do- 
zoretz), R.G. Moore, Three Gees 
Associates (Edward S. Garcia, 
Michael F. Gclardi and Edward S.

A number of the proffers merely 
reiterated requirements for all devel- 
rtfifCmcnts under the city ordinances, 
such as on-side site improvcmcnLs - 
water, scwcr and international roads, 
etc. 



The conditional zoning permits 
proffers by the developer for off-site 
improvements. The $18 million 
figure represents the applicant's 
contribution for off-site improve- 
ments, such as roads, schools and 
other city services which will be 
impacted by the development. The 
figure includes both cash and in- 
kind payments such as the 
construction of a road or part of a 
road and die dedication of properly 
for such uses as roads. 

The credit for die road dedications 
was considered by some of the op- 
position as being too high - they 
start at 560,000 an acre on Jan. 1, 
1992 and escalate to $76,257 on 
Jan. 1.2001. 

Block said dial die values were 
higher than the land value before 
rezoning, but lower than die value 
after rezoning. 

The proffer state that die golf 
cmase will be constructed first, dial 
the developer will pay its pro-rata 
share of needed capital improve- 
ments reasonably required to meet 
die demands and impacts created by 
die development, including off-site 
roadways, drainage, schools, li- 
braries and fire stations, and will 
pay a charge for each building per- 
mit purchased duough Jan. 1, 2001 
according to a set schedule of fees 
with charges increasing 3.6 annu- 
ally after Dec. 31, 2000. 

The first $1 million in proffer 
payments will be paid 30 percent in 
cash and 70 percent by credit re- 
lease, and thereafter, all payments 
will be paid 60 percent cash and 40 
percent by credit release. After the 
dedication fund is fully utilized, 
subsequent payments will be 
wholly in cash. 

William O'Brien, who has been 
an atUMTiey for (he developers only 
for approximately six weeks, said 
that he "came into die project widi 
no bias and has become impressed." 
He said dial die application has met 
die four tests required by die Com- 
prehensive Plan to determine that 
the project will be economically 
feasible for d^: city. 

He said dial the Planning Com- 
mission has "forcefully recom- 
mend" the project, and that the 
Planning Department and legal staff 
are comfortable that the city's 
intcrc^ is protected. 

He said dial die project represents 
what we would like die city to be 
like in 20 yevs. 

Gerald A. Portcrfield, of Talbot 



and Associates, planners for the 
project, said dial die loop system of 
roads in die plan will provide more 
intersections reducing die impact on 
Princess Anne Road. 

The plan, he said, will consist of 
village center widi residences and 
two commercial parks; a commerce 
center connected to die village cen- 
ter by a new road, Lakewood Park- 
way, which will contain a hospital 
complex; a commercial center; a 
hotel center, and a university center 
which will be more in tune with 
die Municipal Center. He said dial 
the university center will have a 
Williamsburg type of ambience. 

He said that the concept is better, 
because such a development can 
never be done piecemeal. He said 
that the plan will be "modified 
somewhat when we work out de- 
tails." 

Opponents later criticized leaving 
the details until afterwards, when, 
they said, die details should be ad- 
dressed before die rezoning. 

Richard L. Bowie, project engi- 
neer, said dial more dian 85 percent 
of the property was in agriculture 
so dial it would not be considered 
jurisdictional wetlands. The wood- 
lands in die remaining property are 
under review by the U.S. Corps of 
Engineers. 

Richard Burnelt, president of 
Armada Hoffier, a large commercial 
developer in Hampton Roads, said 
dial the area n<«ds a variety of well- 
planned corporate sites which the 
develo[xnent will provide. 

Richard Whittamorc, rcprcscniing 
the Back Bay Restoration Associa- 
tion, said that the North Landing 
River is one of the mosl pristine 
bodies of water die city has. He said 
that the as.sociaiion's concerns are 
directed to the storm water propos- 
als and that references made to the 
Back Bay/North Landing River 
Management District are nubulous 
in dial die district was part of die 
old Comprehensive Plan, not the 
current one. 

He added dial best management 
practkes won't work unless diey arc 
maintained. "What is promised 
here, I don't know . . . There is no 
mention of a discharge program . . 
it will be a major expend; that die 
city will have to deal with." 

He suggested denying or ifcferring 
the af^lication "until we can get 
something meaningful," Attomey 
Stuart Gordon said dial die suppos- 
edly S80,000 an acre land donated 



by die developer is worth only a 
fifth of dial. He referred to specific 
council members known to support 
the application until Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf asked him not to refer to 
personalilics. 

Gordon replied dial die public is 
frustrated because "whatever we say 
the vote is decided ... All die costs 
should be considered." He said he 
was also concerned about the water 
supply. 

Steve Owen, of 1816 Settlers 
Landing, said diat die results of die 
development would be positive, 
dial die drought of 1980 was not 
really as bad as people who are re- 
ally going to lose (from a negative 
vote) are the people of Virginia 
Beach. 

Sharon Adams, represendng die 
Soudieastern Association for the 
Environment, cited the city's 
uncertain water supply and the neg- 
ative economic impact on the city. 
She said she didn't know where the 
guarantees are, and that she had a 
problem with the proffers which 
repeatedly use the word 
'reasonably." She suggested taking 
all die "reasonables" out 

"Who determines what is rea«)n- 
able," she asked. She added dial die 
proffers were "unreasonably low." 

Maurice Jackson, chairman of die 
Council of Civic Organizations, 
which includes 72 civic leagues, 
said that the project is not in the 
public interest. He said dial it was 
not right to rezone property just 
because a developer is in a bind. 
"Such a bailout is occurring 
dirough die country widi the build- 
ing and loan bailout." References 
have been made in the past to die 
applicants' being in a financial bind 
unless die pnqjerty is reztmed. 

He said that die CCO su|H)orts 
progress and supports die ratio rc- 
fcired to die Comprehensive Plan 
for a division of 70 percent non- 
residential and 30 percent residen- 
tial. The developments is not 
needed when 18,000 acres are avail- 
able nordi of die Green Line, he 
said. As for the hospital, he said 
dial hospitals arc advertising for 
patients, and as for die university 
site, he said dial universities arc not 
full. He said dial die proffers are 
less Aw adequate. 

Ann Henry, rcprcscniing the 600- 
membcr Virginia Beach Ai^^ibon 
Society, said dial die city does not 
have enough water fa die develq)- 



ments approved 20 years ago and 
repeated the question, "What is the 
source of die water?" several times. 
In an aside she remailced that she 
knew why Jones was abstaining 
from the voting. Sne pointed out 
dial die development was slated to 
provide for people to be bom diere 
and die diere and it just needed a 
litUe push to include Jones' ceme- 
tery. 

Clybum. who has been criticized 
for accepting monetary support 
originating with some of the appli- 
cants, said dial he was an optimist 

Henry replied dial Lake Gaston 
was not designed for future devel- 
opments. She said dial die water 
should be in place before die appli- 
cation is approved. She said that die 
added demand on water would be 
like telling the city's tourists, 
"Come on down, but don't take a 
showw." 

Marilyn Kyle, of Landstown 
Road, said that it is a wonderful 
concept but that the wells of die 
neighboring residents would dry up 
as a result of the possible use of 
wells for the golf course, and diat 
die residents would prefer to have a 
straight road instead of having to go 
dirough die project. 

Donald Kyle said dial die devel- 
opers invested $27 million for die 
development of property diat was 
never a^roved for developmaii and 
waited unUl July tf 1990 when die 
new council menbetswere in place 
to apply for rezoning. 

He criticized die city's accepting 
as credit $65,000 per acre fw (tedi- 
cated rights-of-way as part of the 
$18 million proffered by die appli- 
cants - for land assessed at $18.5 
million. He also said dial nothing 
in die plan presented to Council 
was the same as die original pisui. 
He aia> cited the water shortage and 
die impact on 400-acre CtMporate 
Landing, a city business paric, 
"which has yet to get its first cus- 
tomer. These huge needs have to be 
worked out first" 

Nelson Velez. who said that he 
works with families »id children, 
sakl that die naUon's problems are 
directly related to population in- 
crease and the lack of services.

Plan Now For Arragements, Rounsaville Says

Beuy Rounsaville is a lady with 
skilled fingers, adept at getting a lot 
of beauty out of a liulc dried mate- 
rial. She operates a custom busi- 
ness, "Just For You," out of her 
home, giving vent to her creative 
urges. 

"Now, while things are grow- 
ing," said Rounsaville, speaking at 
Aragona Garden Club recently, "is 
the time lo think of what you may 
be able to dry. 

"Try anything that looks as if it 
may have potential. Basil, lavender, 
any of your herbs, will add fra- 
grance to wreaths and arrangements. 

"Artemisia and sirawflowcrs are 
among flowers that dry well, and 
basket-of-gold adds a soft touch to 
arrangements. Nothing," she said, 
"dries more beautifully than roses. 

"I must amend that," she said, in 
afterthought. "You can't dry red 



roses." ^ 

Secure bunches of the material 
you gather with rubber bands, 
which, unlike suing, conform to 
the shrinkage of drying materials. 
Bunches can be hung from pegs, a 
rod, a quilt rack - whatever - in a 
well ventilated room. A room that 
gets little sunlight is best, since 

drying flowers fade in the fierce 
glare of the sun. 

In demonstrating the making of a 
dried wreath, Rounsaville used as a 
base a small wreath available it 
most arts and crafts stores. Using 
florist pins, she covered the base in 
sphagnum, going always in one di- 
rection. She followed with Sweet 
Annie, a good background material 
with a nice herbal aroma. It has the 
added advantage of holding up for a 
long time. 

Additions of sage, which dries to 
a gray-green, lavender, with its 
lovely fragrance, and a amaranth, 
the globe shape of which resembles 
large clover "heads." followed, all 



with the assistance of a glue gun. 

With touches of hydrangea, cox- 
comb. Queen Anne's lace, basket- 
of-gold, tiny roses, blue siatis, and 
a whisper of babies breath, the 
wreath was ready for compliments. 

Displaying the wreath, 
Rounsaville commented on tech- 
niques of working with and using 
dried material. Hydrangea, she said, 
is wonderful for large containers 
such as baskets. And the lovely 
snowflake-like blossoms of Queen 
Anne's lace can be dried by snip- 
ping flower heads and inverting 
them on newspaper. 

Floral sprays can be used on dried 
materials to enhance colors, but the 
tones, she added, should be kept 
sofl, muted.

Moving? Tell Social Security

One of the most commons rea- 
sons why Virginia Beach residents 
don't get their Social Security check 
when they expect it is because they^ 
did nol report a change of address lo 
the Social Security Adminisu^tion 
(SSA). 

Even people who have direct de- 
posit should report address changes 
so that they can receive important 
Social Security notices at their 
home address. 

Some people think all they have 
to do is notify the post office of 
their address change. The post of- 
fice, however, will forward mail to 
the new address for only one year. 
After that, all mail that does nol 
show the new address, including 
Social Security checks, will be re- 
lumed to the sender. 

People who have their Social 
Security benefits deposited directly 



into a bank and don't report their 
new address run the risk of having 
their payments slopped. Periodi- 
cally, Social Security inquires to 
make sure the proper person is get- 
ting benefits. If letters come back 
"undelivcrable," benefits may be 
stopped. 

To report a change of address, 
call or visit Social Security. The 
local Social Security office is lo- 
cated in Pembroke East, at 328 
Constitution Avenue. 

The office is open from 9 a.m. lo 
4:30 p.m. The telephone number is 
1-800-2345-SSA weekdays from 7 
a.m. to 7 p.m. The best lime to 
call is early in die morning or later 
in the afternoon.

For Some Virginia Beach Gardeners

Extensive advertising cam- 
paigns have been used to pro- 
mote sales of hybrid poplars. 
Their primary use is for a quick 
growing, timber tree, but they 
may be used in the home land- 
scape on a limited basis. 

Hybrid poplars are useful 
windbreaks if located away from 
buildings and valuable landscape 
plants. The trees tend to be 
weak-wooded; falling branches 
can damage property. 

Hybrid poplars are not consid- 
ered long-lived trees. Few live 
to be over 40 years old. An 
ideal use for Virginia Beach gar- 
deners would be to plant them as 
a nurse windbreak. That is, plant 
several rows of poplars first, 
then plant several rows of more 
desirable windbreak trees, such 
as spruce or pine, a few years

The poplars will protect the 
more valuable trees from the 
wind as they become established. 
When the other trees reach suffi- 
cient height and the poplars be- 
gin to lose vigor, remove the 
poplars. 

Hybrid poplars such as the 
Bolleana Poplar (Populus alba 
nivea 'Pyramidalis') and P. alba 
nivca 'Richardii' will grow from 
45- to 60- feet tall if given 
plenty of growing room. Where 
they re planted close together. 
The wees can reach 80- to 90- 
fcet in height. Trees can grow 
up to lO-fect per year in optimal 
conditions with a spread of 30- 
10 35- feet in diameter. Screen- 
ing cullivars such as Lombardy 
Poplar (P. Nigra 'Italica') will 
grow about lO-fect wide. 

To attain maximum growth, 
hybrid poplars need to be wa- 
tered, fertilized, and kept free 
from grass and weed competi- 
tion. Use mechanical means to 
clear around hybrid poplars as 
herbicides can injure the trees.

Tips For Controlling Euonymus Scale 



Euonymus scale attacks all va- 
rieties of cultivated evergreen 
ornamental euonymus, both bush 
and vine types, as well as the 
wild species of "wahoo" or 
"burning bush" in the woods. 

There are two generations of 
the insect each season. The 
tiny, yellowish crawlers of the 
first brood are out in May and 
June, and the second brood 
hatches from July to September. 

Each female produces and 
average of 80 to 100 young. 
The conspicuous white, narrow, 
long scales are males. Females 
are larger, grayish, somewhat 
oyster-shaped, and are found 
mainly on the stems of infested 
planu. Sexually mature females 



live through the winter. 

Euonymus plants should be 
free from scale when bought, and 
should be examined each year for 
scale. Birds and wind probably 
transport scale crawlers from in- 
fested to clean plants. A light 
infestation during winter and 
spring is easy to overlook, but 
the conspicuous, white, male 
scales found mainly on the 
leaves during the summer and fall 
are easily seen. 

Controlling euonymus scale 
can be done satisfactorily with 
either dormant oil sprays or a 
summer ueatment of malathion 
spray. Complete eradication is 
difficult.

Lynnhaven Celebrates Computer 



A ribbon-cutting ceremony re- 
cently marked the implementa- 
tion of a computerized bar- 
coding system in the Lynnhaven 
Junior High School Library. 

The system, called 
"Circulation Plus," is designed to 
replace the familiar card catalog 
system libraries have used for 
centuries. Each book in the li- 
brary is bar-coded. These bar- 
codes are similar to bar-codes 
found on merchandise in grocery 
and department stores. 

Reading levels and library 
book check-outs are on the rise 
in Virginia Beach public 
schools. The new computerized 
system will save students time at 
the check-out counter. Bar-codes 
will allow students to ch^k out 
books in a matter of seconds. 



In addition, the system is a 
more efficient and exact way of 
keeping up with the library's in- 
ventory: what's been checked 
out. who checked it out, when it 
was checked out, and how over- 
due it is. 

Currently, over 20,000 books 
in the Lynnhaven Junior High 
School Library have been bar- 
coded. , Volunteers, who woriced 
two nights, a week, began bar- 
coding books and entering data 
into the computer in October. 

Lynnhaven's library volun- 
teers included librai-y staff mem- 
bers and their* husbands, resi- 
dents of the First Colonial Inn, 
and former deputy superintendent 
of the Virginia Beach public 
schools, E. Bruce McGuire and 
his wife, Lorraine.

He 
said that someone said not to wony 
about details, but Lipscomb urged 
council to worry about details ■ 
they're important "You can't trust a 
developer." 

Les Fenlon. representing the 
Great Neck Association of Civic 
Leagues, based most of the league's 
objections on the lack of city water. 
He said that the $18 million will 
merely cover the construction cost 
and the future will be mortgaged to 
pay the full costs. 

He said that the golf course, a 
major feature of the plan, will take 
a lot of water. He said that wells 
will run dry. 

He said that the 1 ,200 acres will 
be developed along the North Land- 
ing River which is one of the most 
fragile in the stale and farm land 
will be lost. He said thai the league 
is not anti-growth or anti-develop- 
ment, and suggested that council 
ask the applicant to return after 
Lake Gaston is a sure thing. 

Vivian Blaize, a condominium 
board member who said that she 
was also a member of the media, 
supported the growth and said she 
was pleased to see it in Virginia 
Beach. 

Sharon Adams, representing the 
Southeastern Association for the 
Environment, said thai the devel- 
opment would have a negative im- 
pact on the city. "I don't know 
where the guarantees are. She said 
she found a problem with the prof- 
fers. 

Tom Perlic, representing the 
Clean Water Action Committee 
with 40,000 members in Tidewater, 
said that one in 20 houses are in 
foreclosure and many of the houses 
built in the city are substandard. 
The beauty of agriculture is being 
replaced by cold, hard pavement He 
said his organization received 267 
letters from people opposed to the 
rezoning to individual council 
members, which he said represents 
53,400 voles. He had the letters de- 
livered to the council members - 40 
to Brazier, 40 to Fentress, 34 to 
Lanicigne, 36 to Sessoms, 31 to 
Baum, 41 to Heischober and 36 to 
Clyburn. To Obemdorf, McClanan 
and Parker, who received no letters, 
ha-said-the organization appreciated 
their stand. 

"If you vote yes' he said, "the 
people of Virginia Beach will re- 
member." 

Lou Pace, of Hunt Club Forest 
who has been an unsuccessful can- 
didate for council in the past, com- 
plained about the switch from 
apartments to single-family homes 
not being on the agenda. During ihe 
course of his presenialion. Coun- 
cilman Harold Hci.schober remarked, 
"Thai's why you never win." When 
Pace complained about ilic remark, 
Heischober apologized. 

H.L. Gordiner of the Sand-- 
bridge/Courthouse Coalition, said 
ihai as a result of the development, 
500 homes will be in the area. 
(With the change to R-10 zoning 



the developers say they will build 
no more than 375 homes). "Who 
wants them? The only one who 
wants them is Mr. (R.G.) Moore," 
Gordiner said. He also said that the 
S18 million proffer was ludicrous. 
He said that the people are oppos- 
ing the rezoning as totally out of 
time. He said council should do 
nothing until the plan is reevalu- 
ated. 

Glen Painter, president to the 
Courthouse/Sandbridge Coalition, 
said that many people in the area 
have no idea what the Comprehen- 
sive Plan is and the Council is us- 
ing it as a vehicle for getting the 
project in. He said that houses are 
vacant and selling at less than their 
market value, that Pembroke has 
unused office space, that the Court- 
house Landing Project was ramrod- 
dcd through Council . . . What has 
the project got - more houses, more 
commercial? 

Eton Smith, said, however, that 
growth will provide an opportunity 
for people like him. 

Councilwoman Parker noted that 
since the state is considering reduc- 
ing the projected Southeastern Ex- 
pressway to four lanes, the road 
will not hold as much trafHc as 
previously anticipated. 

Scou replied that the staff feels 
that four lanes is not what we like 
to do but that he did not think the 
road system would be overburdened 
by the project. He said there may 
have to be some adjustments "We're 
not going to do well with our road 
system if we have citizens working 
from their residences. We can't af- 
ford to move people in and out of 
the city." 

McClanan said that Parker was 
"absolutely correct" that in Fairfax 
County where conditional zoning 
with proffers has been available, 
traffic is a severe problem. She said 
that all kinds of models can be used 
to make a development seem really 
great, but thai "if you haven't 
planned adequately, that's why you 
end up with roads like Indian River 
Road." 

Oberndorf asked about Whitta- 
more's reference to the Back Bay 
North Landing River Management 
Disuict One proffer says that the 
developer will control a siormwater 
runoff in keeping with recomnien- 
daiions for the proposed district. 
Whitiamore said that the disuict is 
not pan of the new Comprehensive 
Plan. 

Scott said that the only way to 
deal with environmental matters is 
not a property by property basis but 
on a regional basis. He said that the 
staff is putting together a watershed 
program and the Lake Ridge prop- 
erty may be bound by these rules. 

But, said Obemdorf, "a manage- 
ment plan that has not been adopted 
by Council doesn't offer any degree 
of comfort." Then, too, Obemdorf 
said, even if the city is offered a 
wider right-of-way than would be 
needed for a four-lane Southeastern 
Expressway, how would the city 
have benefiued. 

When asked by Lanteigne how 
the city determines that a project 
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will have a positive im|»ct on the 
city. Block replied that when tbe 
revenues generated are greater than 
the cost of services to be prbvi(ted 
by the city, the impact is considered 
positive. Block also said th^t the 
proffer must be used within ten 
years from first day on which the 
money is received. 

Obemdorf further asked whether 
any proffers can be changed by fu- 
ture councils. 

Scott said that nothing can bind 
future councils. 

In answer to a question from 
Lanteigne, Block also said that Ihe 
land now provides little in the way 
of taxes. 

Obemdorf said that the city still 
has Ocean West and Corporate 
Landing Industrial Parks, that 
Columbus II in Pembroke was 
never built, that office buildings are 
now empty or close to default, and 
how can the city ignore the reality 
ihat with Lake Gaston, the city will 
have 60,000 gallons of water a day, 
but that some of that will go to 
other communities. She said that it 
was not a matter of denying growth 
but of planning growth. 

Parker, conceding that what she 
was saying would not have any af- 
fect on the vote, but was "rhetoric 
for future councils," said that what 
if the city received land for a road, 
but can't build the roadway. 

Scott replied that once the land is 
dedicated to the city, the city can do 
anything it wants wiih the land. He 
said that with the project, the city 
will be taking more money than it 
will spend. 

McClanan said she did not see 
how. 



She said that if she were going to 
build » hospital, she woidd look for 
land that was not already rezoned 
and therefore less expensive. She 
said that if the parcels in the (ooject 
do not sell, "at some point are we 
going to have to lower the value of 
Ihe property?" She said that she 
thought Councilman Jones was one 
of the best businessmen there, and 
that "I've never seen him buy re- 
zoned property. What you're saying 
is that it is more important to re- 
zone this and development" 

Lanteigne asked about the risks 
10 the city. Block replied that the 
proffers run with the land, and thai 
if the property is not developed, 
neither will there be a demand for 
services. The worst thing that can 
happen, said Scott, is that the pro- 
ject won't be developed. 

Clybum said that two years from 
now, all that would be built is the 
golf course. 

Scott said that the course would 
be built in two years, and that the 
city will have the right-of-way for 
the roads. Assuming a cash offer is 
made, said Heischober, does the 
money go into the general fund or a 
specific fund. 

Block said that the money would 
go into a special fund. 

If the project does not fly, con- 
tinued Heischober, is the money 
ours? 

Scott replied that it is but that it 
can be used only for a project that 
is reasonably related to the project. 

Oberndorf asked how much 
money the city would receive 
"tonight" if the project were ap- 
proved. She said that the system is 
^ Tiplicaied: "Some would say 
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convoluted." 

Scott replied that Ihe city would 
haveccedils for dedications, that so 
proffers are made in connection 
with the golf cour», mid but if 100 
houses were buih, the city would 
receive fees for when the building 
permits arc filed. 

McClanan made a motion to 
deny the application, seconded by 
Parker. Brazier then made a substi- 
tute motion to approve the applica- 
tion seconded by Clybom. 

Brazier said that he saw the ap- 
plication as a growth versus no* 
growth proposition. He said Ihat he 
had enough nerve to admit that the 
had support from the Tidewater 
Builders Association for his elec- 
tion campaign. But, he said, "it is 
not the developer who is the en- 
emy." He said that the objections 
arise because of some of the names 
on the ai^lication. 

Clybum said that he paid a quite 
a high price in personal integrity, 
innuendoes, and half truths. He said 
he polled a good 7,000 more votes 
than his opponent. His opponent 
was former Councilman John D. 
Moss. He said that the project will 
be very fine for the community. 

Parker retorted that the results of 
the election were based on the 
community's reaction to Labwfest 
1990, not to growth. She said that 
growth never surfaced as an issue 
during the election, so Clybum 
should not base his election victory 
oh growth. 

Baum said that the newspaper ar- 
ticles referring to Clybum's suppon 
by the building indusU^ and to 
other elements of the application, 
bothered him the most. "You can't 
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keep dreaming," he said, "about 
having a community where every- 
one's going to retire." 

Sessoms said that he has tried to 
be consistent in his voting. He said 
that he i^ supported well-planned 
growth and goes by the 
comprehensive plan. In the case, he 
said, the proffers comply with the 
Comprehensive Plan. 

Lanteigne expressed pleasure 
about the reduction in density by 
changing the residential applica- 
tions from apartment to R-10. 

In answer to a remark by 
Clybum. Obemdorf said that a lot 
of positive things have been ac- 
complished over the past ten years. 
A lot of roads have been con- 
structed, recreation centers have 
been constructed. Council turned 
around a negative Greekfest with a 
positive Laborfest 1990, and that 
the Beach has had a number of 
businesses located here. She said 
that miHions of doil^s worth of 
public improvements have been 
made. 

"I don't think that simply forcing 
people's faces in the mud or on the 
backs of growth or no growth has 
no place in this discussion ..." 

She said she could not support 
that application based on the issues. 
She said North Landing River 

should be protected. She said that 
the city is limited in its borrowing 
without a referendum, and "those of 
us with a long history try to be 
moderate . . . This city has moved 
forward and will continue to move 
forward. It's not true that the city 
has suffered over the last ten years." 



Indian River Road Decisions Recently Made

Against the advice of city 
staff. City Council has made a 
number of concessions to ac- 
commodate CBN, business and 
residents during the consU'uction 
of Indian River Road phase V. 

Council recently authorized the 
acquisition of needed right-of- 
way for the widening of the road 
but stipul^l^d ,th^t; 

• Old Cpptpf.yillc Turnpike 
remain open to right turn lanes. 
The staff had recommended that 
Old Cenlerville Turnpike be 
closed, the existing traffic signal 
at the location be removed, and 
that the existing median opening 
should be closed and all left turns 
at this intersection be elimi- 
nated. Right-in and right-out 
turns would be permitted on 
Strickland Boulevard instead. 

CBN had requested that Old 
Centerville Turnpike remain in 
place, but public works director 
Oral Lambert said that the staff 
felt that adequate access would be 
provided and that he could not 
support the request. He said that 



keeping Old Centerville Tumpike 
open would create traffic prob- 
lems and the the relocated en- 
trance was designed to handle 
tfaffic and provide for a connec- 
tion from the new entrance to 
Old Cenlerville Turnpike. 

Councilman Robert W. 
Clybum noted that CBN was one 
of the city's corporate citizens. 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
also said that CBN has put a lot 
money in the complex. 

John E. Chappell, vice presi- 
dent of CBN, referred to Old 
Centerville Turnpike as "our 
front door," asked that it be 
open for right turns and pointed 
out that the hotel and conference 
center created 250 new jobs. 

•The existing median on Lila 
Lane remain open for left tum-in 
traffic. The staff had rec- 
ommended that the existing me- 
dian located at Lila Lane and In- 
dian Lane be closed, pointing 
out that the unsignalized 
interscctioii experiences a high 
ra|e of right angle accidents. 

Richard Wood, representing 
the business interests on Indian 



River Road, was also concerned 
about closing the median. 

•That Fenton Street remain 
open and the stop light at 
Tompkins Lane be relocated. 
The staff had recommended that 
Fenton Street, which serves the 
New Light Community, be closed 
to eliminate a conflict on Indian 
River Road. Altemative access 
to Fenton Street would be pro- 
vided by Tompkins Lane, a 
block away, and the Tompkins 
Lane/reloQated Fer)ry Point |lo?»d 
intersection would be signalized 
to serve the New- light Commu- 
nity. 

Thomas Jennings, vice chair- 
man of the Newlight Civic 
League, said that the community 
did not want to close any street 
because the residents have so 
much trouble getting out now. 

The $7,633,515 project will 
include the widening of Indian 



River Road between 1-64 and 
Ferrell Parkway. The four-lane 
divided roadway will be widened 
to eight lanes between 1-64 and 
relocated Centerville Turnpike 
and six lanes between relocated 
Centerville Tumpike and Ferrell 
Parkway. 

Construction is scheduled to 
begin in August of 1992. 

The staff has agreed to a com- 
promise with CBN to provide a 
fully-signalized intersection at 
the entrance to Founders Inn. 
The existing entrance to the inn 
will be aligned with an existing 
sntrance to the University 
Shoppes shopping center to the 
lorth. 

Old Centerville Tumpike will 
)e tied into a ring road located 
vithin CBN's intemal roadway 
system and will be accessible to 
he new traffic signal.

One of the more interesting things that seems to happen when this 
school division is in transition is the propensity of mid-level admin- 
istrators to parrot that decisions cannot be made until the new super- 
intendent is hired.

The school system needs a 
leader that will set the lone ihai every administrator (ceniral and 
school level), every teacher, in fact, every school worker is responsi- 
ble for making high quality decisions and doing high quality work. 
Decisions that are based upon answering one basic question - What is 
best for the schools' clients - the children? 

No matter who is ultimately selected, we must all work together to 
make the new superintendent successful. Because it will be his or her 
success that will dictate how successful our school system will become 
at educating children. Wc must make the rww superintendent success- 
ful at empowering educators and community leaders to create a system 
of educatiwi that will tfuly begin preparing our children for the 21si 
century.

"As long as they're alive, it 
doesn't matter whether they do good 
in school or not," she said. 

Brian, at one lime, dreamed of 
being a priest. He's changed his 
mind now that he's older, but he 
still serves as an altcr.bQy. io.his 
church. 

"When I first found out 1 had 
cancer I was scared. I'd been having 
dreams of Mother Mary," he said. "1 
want to be able to help other peo- 
ple." 

David, who now has permanent 
shore duty, said that he and Aurora 
are better parents because of their 
children's illness. His children, he 
said, have taught them to take one 
day at a time. 

"They're both good boys. Au- 
rora's done a good job of raising the 
boys the old fashioned way," he 
said. "Any parents that have termi- 
nally ill children do their home- 
work. Your definition of normal 
changes." 

David plans to retire in about 
two years after more than 20 years 
in the Navy. The Hands are just 
now getting back on their feet fi- 
nancially - they lost their savings 
and their cars - because of the doctor 
bills.

2,3 12 Induced Abortions 
Were Performed In 
1989; 1.843 Illigitimate

Abortion is perhaps the most 
:ontroversial issue of this cen- 
tury. Pro-lifers argue that induc- 
ing abortion is murder of an m- 
born child, while others believe 
that the decision to abort should 
be a woman's choice, and that 
abortion is not criminal. 

When a woman finds out that 
she is pregnant and she does not 
want the child, what can she do? 
What should she do? 

This is a moral, spiritual, 
emotional and cerebral decision 
that women make all the time. 
The consequences of this 
weighty decision are forever with 
them. 



The following article is not 
meant to take a stance on abor- 
tion, but to provide information 
to those who are interest in what 
a Virginia Beach woman goes 
through to obtain a legal abor- 
tion. 

There were 2,312 induced 
abortions in Virginia Beach in 
1989, according to the Center fw 
Health Statistics' latest figures. 
Of these, 1,843 were illig- 
itimate, meaning the women 
were unmarried, and 555 were 
teenage abortions. Fifteen of 
these women were report^ to be 
under the age of 15. 

How are these abortions ob- 
tained? Most are performed at 
the Hillcrest Clinic in Norfolk or 
the Peninsula Medical Center for 
Women, the only local agencies 
which give abortions. Some are 
given by private physicians. 

The clinics are havens of con- 
troversy.

neighborhoods and City Council. 
Voting against the formation 
of die committee were Council- 
woman Reba McCIanan and 
Councilman James W. Brazier, 
Jr. 

McCIanan has consistently 
opposed die city's involvement 
beyond publk safety, health and 



welfare in beach events such as 
die Laborfest of 1990. The com- 
mission was appointed by coun- 
cil to plan activities for the 
1990 event to prevent a recur- 
rence of the riou and looting 
which broke out during the 
Greckfest celebration over Uic 
Labor Day weekend in 1989. 

Although Uie weekend was 
considered a success, die city was 
criticized for spending over $2 
million for allowing Uie closure 
of a public park for conceru in 
connection with the celebratitMi.

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The trantfer of funds now bud- 
geted by the School Board for 
outside legal assistance might 
cost the city far more in settle- 
ments than the expected savings, 
according to Dr. S. John Davis, 
acting superintendent of schools.

the city of Virginia Beach dedicated "Flag Square" at the Municipal Center. 
The national, state and city flags now fly there majestically from tall flag- 
poles. 

The public is invited to a special Flag Day ceremony at Hag Square this 
Friday, June 14 at 9-a.m. City employees who served in Desert Shield and 
Desot Storm will be officially welcomed home by the Honwable Mcyera 
ObemAxi, mayty, and by Aubrey Watts, city manager. Tlus event is spon- 
sored by the city and the Adam Thoroughgood, Francis Land, Lynnhaven 
Parish and Princess Anne County chapters. Daughters of the American 
Revolution. 

Flag Day seems an appropriate time to review the history of our Ameri- 
can flag, which is ten years older than die United States Constitution. The 
following resolution was adopted by the Continental Congress June 14, 
1777: "That the Flag of the 13 United States be 13 stripes, alternate red and 



By showing respect for our flag, we salute our 
nation and our fellow citizens. 

white; that the union bel3 stars, white on a blue field, representing a cai- 
stellation." 

In 1861, a Connecticut newspaper editor suggested that the American flag 
be flown on all public buildings. But it was not until the flag's centennial 
annivwsary, June 14, 1877. that Ccmgrcss made this official policy. Mmb 
than 70 years later, in 1949, Congress adopted a joint resolution, designat- 
ing June 14 as Flag Day. 

By Act of Congress, a uniform code of flag etiquette is now a part of the 
United States Code.

ODC Receives New Gym 



A 10,000-square-foot addition 
to the Old Donation Center for 
the Gifted and Talented was ap- 
proved by the Virginia Beach 
School Board at a recent meet- 
ing. 

The expansion will house two 
art classrooms and a gymna- 
siamAnuIti-purp<»e room featur- 
ing a stage and seating capacity 
fat 400. Total space in the ad- 
dition is approximately the same 
as for the gymnasiums added re- 
cently to 13 elementary schools 
in tte city. 

The Old Donation Center 
serves elementary students gifted 
in ac^emic areas, art and dance. 
As enrollments have grown ovei 
the years in the city as a whole 
the number of students selected 
for the program has also grown. 

The addition will provide more 
classroom space overall by relo- 
cating art and dance classes; a 
performance presentation aren^ 
for dance programs, independent 



study presentations, and guest 
speakers; and expansion of the 
dance program to include ad- 
vanced techniques, such as lifts 
and jumps, not possible in pre- 
sent classrooms. Hie visual arts 
program will have more appro- 
priate classroom space, as well 
as storage and display areas. 

Furthermore, should the center 
ever be returned to its original 
function as an elementary 
schooK the space can be used as 
a gymnasium. 

Funding for the $750,000 fa- 
cility will come from the 1989 
school bond referendum. Con- 
struction costs on other referen- 
dum projects have been lower 
than originally anticipated due to 
general economic conditions in 
the region. The School Board's 
approval of the project is con- 
tingent upon City Council 
agreement to transfer the funds. 

If all goes well, the facility 
could open as early as March 
1992. 



Salem Debate Teacher Awarded

In Jail? 

Karl Barna Will Bail 



Bondsman Hunts 
Down Bond Jumpers, 
Brings Them Home

Karl Barna has hidden in 
bushes, posed as a rental car 
agent and staked out homes for 
more than 24 hours. 

He's not a criminal - he's just 
uying io catch them. 

Barna. 31. is a bondsman for 
the Renfrow Bond Company of 
Virginia Beach. His job is to 
pick up "skips." or criminals 
who leave town to avoid a court 
^)pearance. 

"The get out on bond and de- 
cide they don't want to go to 
court. So they skip town and 
hide." said Bama, an upstate New 
York native. 

According to Bama. he h^• 
bailed out all kinds of criminal^^ 
from DUI subjects to murderers. 
OiKe the suspect is picked up by 
police, he is brought in front of a 
niagisa:ate. who then determines 
whether or not a bond should be 
set. The person under arrest is 
then given a list of bondsmen 
from which to choose. 

A friend or relative must then 
co-sign the bond and pay it, usu- 
ally in cash, to the bondsman. 

Bama said that many of the 
"skips" are tracked down through 
the bond co-signer. 

"You just contact their brother 
or mother or somebody," he said. 

Bama recalled a woman who 
jumped bond and was missing for 
a year. After some investigating, 
Bama found that her husband was 
stationed aboard a ship that was 
about to return home to Norfolk. 
Though he didn't know the loca- 
tion of the woman, Bama had a 
hunch that she would return to 
meet her husband's ship. 

"I turned around and there she 
was holding up a sign with her 
husband's name on it." he said. 

Because Bama couldn't arrest 
the woman on the base, he fol- 



lowed her, eventually losing her 
in traffic. But, he then learned 
that she had rented a car in Penn- 
sylvania and had listed a Virginia 
Beach telephone number. Bama 
contacted the woman, told h^ he 
was with the rental car company 
and that he had to bring her a new 
car so the one she had could be 
repaired, and went lo the woman's 
house. 

"You have to do a lot of dig- 
ging sometimes." Bama said. 
"We can use any amount of force 
to get them back in custody. 
When they sign the bond, they're 
your prq)erty - they belong to 
you." 

According to Bama, those on 
the run have no choice but to go 
with a bondsman once he locates 
them. Bondman are not required 
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to have a search warrant to enter 
someone's house, they carry a 
^un, and can travel to any state to 
retrieve somebody. 

Bama, one of about IS Vir- 
ginia Beach bondsmen, is on call 
24 hours a day. He said that out 
of 10 people arrested, three usu- 
ally end up missing. Two of 
those three either get their court 
date confused or turn themselves 
in. The remaining person is on 
the mn, he said. 

"It's never dull. You meet ev- 
ery kind of person you can imag- 
ine. It's exciting to look for peo- 
ple," Bama said. 

Once in custody, a "skip" is 
handcuffed, placed in leg irons 
and brought back to the city from 
which they ran. Bama works in 
Virginia Beach, Norfolk. 
Portsmouth, Chesapeake and 
Suffolk. 

"We've nevCT had any problem 
so far in picking someone up. 
Ninety-nine percent of the time

Green Run Chef Makes Seafood Come To Life 



Stephen Wiley Receives Rave 
Reviews From Chesaoeake Customers

When Stq>hra Wiley was a 
littfe boy, his great grandfather, a 
Greek restauranteur, introduced 
him to gourmet cuisine. At an 
early age Wiley leamed to love 
many seafood and pasta dish^, 
plus recipes heavy on the garlic 
andscsllkms. 

Wiley, a Green Run resdrat, 
regrets that his grandfather, Steve 
Constantine, isn't alive to see 
him today. He's curr^tly the one 
and only chef at The Lock's Point 
restaurant in Great Bridge, and 
one of a handful of chefs in the 
city of Chesapeake. 

Wiley didn't land his current 
job by waltzing in with an apron 
and spatula - he worked in three 
Virginia Beach restaurants prior 
to Lock's Point, plus he revived 
a degree from Johnson and Wales 
University's Culinary Arts Divi- 
sion in Norfolk. 

"I started out just like anyone 
else, bussing tables and washing 
dishes," said Wiley, 27. "1 just 
stuck with it and wwked my way 

up." 

Wiley started out working A 
J.L. Seagulls, the Ivanhoe and 
Lynnhavoi Fish House. 

"Seafood recipes arc my fa- 
vorites," said Wiley, who's 
known for creating his own 
recipes, such as a crab pasta dish 
with Smithfield ham and arti- 
chdce hearts, and an almond fried 
shrimp entree, which is shrimp 
fried in a batter with slivered al- 
monds and served with an orange 
sauce. 

He said he likes to experiment 
with recipes, eq)ecially pasta and 
seafood (Ushes. 

Wiley said a good chef, or 
cfxHt., needs to have certain quali- 
ties to endure - he or she needs to 
be not only creative, quick and 
consistent, but also even tem- 
pered. 

"Cooking can be stressful," 
said Wiley, who works 1 1-hour 
days during most of week and 14- 
hour days on Fridays and Satur- 

^ 



days. "Sometimes I might be 
cooking fw a banquet of SO peo- 
ple, plus for walk-in castomas. 
Co<Mtlinating everything takes a 
lot of concentration. A tempeia- 
mental chef does help make 
thinp easio'." 

Wiley said chefs, dM|»te their 
"refmed" image get just as dirty 
as anyone else in a lestamutt and 
have to cope with many little 
annoyances, such as ruiming out 
of things and working shifts with 
absoit ot new em|doyees. 'To do 
this, you really have to k)ve it," 
he said. "Fortunately, I do." 

Wiley said the best part of his 
job is receiving positive feedback 
from satisfied custonms. "Those 
comments really xaala it all 
worthwhile," he said. Sometimes 
customers send back messages to 
him with die waitstaff dxmt how 




they've enjoyed a dish, he said, 
and sometimes they even ask to 
meet Wiley. 

Wiley said that working in a 
restaurant, no matter what one's 
role, is like being part of a team. 

"The end result, how well the 
customer is served and how much 
the customo' enjoys him or her- 
self, depends on each pan of the 
chain, from hostess to waiter or 
waitress to cooks to dishwash(»s 
to table bussers," he said. 

Wiley is called a "chef," while 
other food preparers are called 
"cooks," because Wiley has a 
Culinary Arts degree and was 
hired in this position. In chefs 
school, Wiley said he todc a wide 
variety of classes, from menu 
planning to french terminology 
to cost control and mixology, 
plus actual codcing classes. He 
said fifty or sixty oth^ students 
graduat»l with him from the two- 
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yearprogram. 

'Tinding a job as a chef can be 
difficult for some," he said, "but I 
didn't have trouble, because I had 
worked in restaurants and gotten 
to know the business well and to 
meet people in it" 

Wiley said he would someday 
like to travel to the Caribbean or 
the Bahamas and cook thoe for a 
little while. "They have diffcaent 
shellfish available there," he said. 
"I think I'd learn a kH." 

He has already spent some 
time in Louisiana, learning new 
cajun dishes. He said he had the 
chance to get to know world re- 
known chef Paul Purdhome and 
that that was exciting. 

Wiley's long-term dream is to 
open his own seafood restaurant. 



In the meantime, he said he is 
continuing to learn all he can 
about coc^ng and food inesenta- 
tion. 

"There's always mwe to leam," 
he said. "I like to go out to nice 
restaurants and see how different 
chefs prepare and present foods. 
Each peiwn does things a differ- 
ent ways." 

Wiley said he's not a picky 
eater. Often after working a 12- 
hour shift, hell grab a hamburger 
for dinner, because he's too tired 
to cook anything. He shares the 
cooking duties at home with his 
wife, Helen, whom he married a 
year ago after dating her for seven 
years. He met Helen, a radiology 
student, when she waitressed at a

variety) has a much higher re- 
sistance to dogwood anthrac- 
nose," says Jay Stipes, Ph.D. 
and plant paUiology specialist 
with Virginia Cooperative 

Extension at Virginia Tech. "It 
really (k)esn't contract the disease 
under ncxmal conditions." 

American dogwoods (Comus 
florida) continue to succumb to 
the devastating fungal malady, 
which eats away at leaves and 
limbs and , if left untreated, can 
kill a tree. 

Officials have identified at 
least 24 Virginia counties whose 
trees have been infected by dog- 
wood anthracnose, said Joel 
Anman of the Virginia Division 
of Forestry in Charlottesville. 

Kousa dc^woods, the potential 
substitute, are nothing new to 
the American landscape, said 
Alex Niemiwa, assistant profes- 
sor of horticulture at Virginia 
Tech. 



"We have some here on cam- 
pus tiiat are prob^ly 20- ox 30- 
years-old," he said. 

Kousa flowers in the late 
spring to mid-summ^, somewhat 

later than the American variety, 
but it also blooms longer. 

"While ours last 10 days to 
two weeks in a good year, kousa 
flowns over about a 6-week pe- 
riod," Niemi^a said. 

The tousa also produces a very 
showy and interesting straw- 
bory-like fruit. 

"American dogwoods produce 
fruits, which are very shiny but 
relatively small," Niemiera said. 
"Hie kousa produces a very nice, 
almost golf-ball-size fruit with a 
pink-red color. It's very 
showy." 

Kousas are available at almost 
any commercial nursery, 
Niemiera said, and even at some 
discount department store garden 
centers. 



They may cost a bit moK than 
a maple or oak, but Uiat's the 
case with any slow-growing tree, 
he said. 

Plus, fw many, the cost may 

be worth the security of kousa's 
resistance to dogwood anthrac- 
nose. 

Dogwood anthracnose is af- 
fecting more trees every year, 
both those from the wild and 
those from commercial nursuries, 
said Mary Ann Hansen of Tech's 
plant pathology lab. 

"Last year, we saw twice as 
many cases as the year before, 
and 1 don't expect that the num- 
ber will decrease this spring and 
summer," she said. 

The disease is characterized by 
large, brownish leaf spots that 
can spread to tree limbs and 
trunks, cause cankers and eventu- 
ally kill a tree. Stipes said.

There is no easy or magical 
way of getting rid of stumps, ikm' is 
any single method best for all 
situations. There are no known 
chemicals effective in destroying 
tree stumps. 

Perhaps you can find a helpful 
solution among these suggestions: 

It is not easy work to grub and 
chop-out large stumps especially if 
a tap root is present. Yet. this con- 
tinues to be the simplest method 
for removing small shmips.

saw. niis involves digging a trench 
a foot and half deep and equally as 
wide completely around the stump 
to provide sufficient room to woik. 
Hioroughly chip off all bark at the 
cutting level to eliminate any dirt 

or stones which would dull the saw 
or damage the leeth. Arborists, tree 
surgeons ex landscape contractors 
can do the sawing very quickly and 
inexpensively when die stump has 
been trenched and cleaned-up as de- 
scribed above.

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Rescue, an anti-abortion group, 
plus others, picket daily at Hill- 
crest in the 1600 block of East 
Little Creek Road. About 100 
Operation Rescue members have 
been arrested in protests at the 
clinic over the past two years. 
The Peninsula Medical Center for 
Women, located in Newport 
News, has had its share of 
protesters loo. 

But, still, women from Vir- 
ginia Beach, all over Hampton 

Roads and beycMid go to them to 
terminate pregnancies, many of 
which are unwanted because the 
women are teenagers, unable to 
emotionally and finuicially ci^e 
for a child. 

The Virginia Beach Health De- 
partment, however, a place where 
women with unwanted pregnan- 
cies often find themselves, since 
pregnancy testing there is fr^ 
and confidential, often does not 
provide the same (fcg^ of coun- 
seling Planned l^enthood does. 

Planned Parenthood tells 
women their options, urges them 
to explore their situations and 



asks them if they've discussed 
the situation with their pmners. 
said director Lisa Persikoff. "We 
also urge them to make support 
plans, whatever they do," she 
said. 

The city's health department 
counseling is more cut and dry. 
Because the health department 
clinic receives federal funding, it 
cannot suggest abortion as an 
option. 

The department provides pre- 
natal, maternity and family 
planning clinics, birth control 
and walk-in jvegnancy testing to 
medically indigent women. The 
department will give test results 
and any requested information, 
but does not encourage 
abortions. 

"Some of them are happy that 
they're pregnant. Thai's up to 
the woman. We provicte services 
and let them move on," said 
Angie Savage, nurse manager. 
"We encourage people to have 
all information. It's the heart of 
informed choice. Then they can 
make decisions tcs ihemKlves," 



she said. 

If a woman decides to have an 
abortion, she chooses a clinic, 
probably Hillcrest or the Penin- 
sula Medical Center. 

In Virginia, only first 
trimester abortions can bei per- 
formed in a clinic. Any other 
abortion service must be per-- 
fcxmed in a hospital setting and 
a different type of procedure is 
utilized. 

The Hillcrest Clinic uses the 
dilation and curettage (D and C) 
method with suction. All of the 
clinic's doctors are licensed 
OBGYN, said Suzette Hughes, a 
clinic spokeswoman. 

Hughes said abortion is one of 
the safest surgeries performed in 
the country, with less that one 
half of one percent having com- 
plications. Included in this per- 
centage are the possibilities of 
infection (which are associated 
with surgery of any type), uterine 
perforation and incomplete abor- 
tion, .which can result in infec- 
tion and/or the need for a second 



abortion procedure. The clinic 
prescribes tetracycline to its pa- 
tients, in order to fight infection 
after the abortion is complete. 
The clinic also requires a check- 
up after two weeks, and clients 
are instructed to take their tem- 
peratures frequently. 

The actual abortion procedure 
takes approximately eight to ten 
minutes to perform, Hughes said, 
but all clients must undergo two 
stages of counseling prior to 
surgery. In the first stage, the 
counselor, addressing five to six 
clients, shows the patient in- 
struments that will be used during 
the procedure, discusses birth 
control and aftercare and answers 
any questions clients may have. 
In the second stage, a counselor 
meets individually with each 
client to ensure timt the clients 
have thought through all of her 
alternatives and is sure she wants 
the ^ocedure done, she said. 

•^e want to make sure the 
pen»n is not being forced into 
it," said Hughes, "and there is a 



small minority of women who 
are not good candidates for abor- 
tion. The counselor is trained to 
determine these things." 

If the client is not deemed a 
good candidate, one who has 
thou^t through her decision and 
who feels comfortable with it, 
the clinic sends her home, re- 
questing that she think about it a 
few more days. Hughes said. 

"Some ambivalence is nor- 
mal," said Hughes, "but not an 
inordinant amount." 

Hughes said a recoit Amoican 
Psychological Association jour- 
nal article said that women tend 
to feel more stress making the 
decision to have an abortion 
than they do after the abortion. 

Post-abortion counseling is 
available at the clinic. "Some 
women may experience souiC 
sadness or guilt," Hughes said. 
After a client is given an abor- 
tion, the clinic discusses birth 
craitrol methods with them and 
eiK^urages them to carefully fol- 
low some reliable method. 
Hughes said.

The entire abortion procedure 
costs between $275 and $425. 
Hughes said. The longer one has 
carried the child, the higher the 
cost.

Help For Disabled, Blind Children 



Most Virginia Beach residents 
are surprised to learn that Sup- 
plemental Security Income (S9I) 
benefits are paid to children, but 
Uiey are. In fact, the Social Se- 
curity Administration (SSA) pays 
monthly SSI benefits to more 
than 350,000 disabled children 
who are under the age of 18. 
About half of this total are under 
the age of ten. 

The payments average $387, 
and in most states, they are also 
eligible for Medicaid, which 
helps them pay their medical 
bills. 

For children to get SSI, their 
disability must last, or be ex- 
pected' to last, for at least 12 
months. More than half of the 
children currently receiving SSI 
have mental disorders. For ex- 
ample, they are mentally re- 
larded, autistic or have serious 
psychiatric problems. 

Another fourth of the children 
have disabilities of the nervous 
system or sense organs, such as 
blindness, deafness or epilepsy. 
Many children born with 
leukemia, cerel»'al palsy. Down's 
Syndrome, are HIV positive or 
who have other severe birth de- 
fects, may also get SSI. 

Social Security recently 
adopted new rules for evaluating 
children's disabilities. Under the 
new procedures, SSA looks at 
how the child's disability keeps 



him or her from doing things 
children of a similar age can 
normally do. Under previous 
rules, only children who met 
specific medical criteria were 
found eligible for SSI. The new 
rules mean many more children 
will be eligible fm SSI. 

In addition to being disabled, a 
child must meet an income and 
resources test to qualify for SSI. 
SSA also considers the parents' 
income and resources, but a fam- 
ily doesn't have to be destitute 
for the child to get SSI. 

Many resources, like the fam- 
ily's home, for example, aren't 
considered. Allowances are made 
for other children living in the 
home. 

Parents or guardians who have 
a child that they think could 
quahfy for SSI should contact a 
Social Security office. Or if you 
know someone with a disabled 
child, tell them about SSI. It can 
really make a difference.

"I told 
my boyfriend and one fiiend, 
and eventually I decided tell 
my mother." Shannon said 
she felt a sense of relief once 
her modier knew. "I guess I 
was lucky," she said. "There 
are a lot of moUm^ out diere 
who would never understand 
something like this, but my 
modier was pretty understand- 
ing." 

She said her mother sup- 
ported her plan to have an 
abortion, but her boyfriend did 
not. 

"He suggested that we get 
married," she said. "He said 
we shouldn't kill 'our child.' 
This whole thing upset him as 
much, if not more, dian it up- 
set me." 

Shannon, a cigarette smoker 
and social drinker, said she 
continued to smoke and drink 
while she knew she was preg- 
nant. "It was really self-de- 
structive," she said, "but 1 was 
feeling really low at this time. 
Maybe subconsciously I 
thought this would make me 
miscarry." 

Shannon said she and her 
boyfriend began arguing more 
th^ usual and that she felt her 
mother had lost some faidi in 
her. Also, she said, she felt 
like being alone often, since 
she wanted to hide the preg- 
nancy from most of her 
friends, and she felt so down 
that she knew she'd have to 
explain her mood. 

If all this wasn't enough. 
Shannon said her mother called 
her up one afternoon and in- 
sisted that she tell her father. 
"I can hide things, but not 

from him," her mother told 
her. 

Shannon said her father did 
not yell or get upset with her. 
but his knowing made her feel 
miserable. "I felt like I'd be- 
orayed him," she said. "Even 
now, I still feel like he does 
not see me in such a positive 
light as he once did." 

Shannon went to a private 
clinic and scheduled an abor- 
tion to be performed when she 
was 6i weeks pregnant. As 
the day came closer, she said 
she felt nervousness and antic- 
ipation. 

"Once I decided to go 
through widi it, I just wanted 
to get it over with," she said. 
"I was having trouble concen- 
trating on my school work and 
my social life was being af- 
fected negatively. I just 
wanted things to go back to 
normal." 

Shannon said several times 
prior to die abortion she had 
fleeting urges to cancel the 
abortion, but overall, she felt 
certain the abortion was right 
for her. 

"The day before I was a 
wreck," she said. "I kept 
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imagining pain and blood and 
unborn babies. I guess maybe 
I started to feel some guilL" 

The day of the abortion, 
David picked Shannon up on 
the college campus (He lived 
off-campos, she lived on) and 
drove her to the doctor's 
office. 

"I couldn't believe it, but in- 
stead of sujqxjrting me, he was 
talking about how much this 
whole thing was upsetting 
him, how killing a child was 
upsetting him," she said. 
"When I told him I was afraid 
of die actual procedure, he told 
me that was selfish, that I 
should be worried about killing 
a child, not about myself." 

"At Uiat point I was glad I 
had deci(kd not to marry him," 
she said. "I felt very alone in 
the whole thing." 

Shannon said she sat in a 
waiting room with two girls, 
one who was also about to 
have an abwtion and one who 
had recently had one. 

"One girl looked like the 
wild type and the other one 
looked really young and like 
die good-giri type," she said. 

Shannon said the actual 
procedure was much more 
painful dian she had thought it 
would be. "Everyone said die 
pain would be short and 
sharp," she said. "It was sharp 
and lasted for a while. At one 
point, I seriously thought I 
was going to die. I cried out, 
'Mom, Mom,' like I was a lit- 
dc kid." 

Shannon said she was put 
under local anesthesia and 
strapped down, with her legs 
open between stirrups. "They 
told me to close my eyes and I 
held a nurse's hand," she said. 
"I squeezed her hand and 
screamed. I felt like diey were 
sucking out my insides, like 
my female organs were being 
pulled out widi a vacuum." 

Shannon said she could feel 
herself bleeding heavily, and 
when it was over, she felt 
lighdieaded and limp. "I felt 
like I was going to Uirow up," 
she said, "but I said a prayer, 
thanking God that I was 
alive." 

Shannon said the doctor, 
who was female, and the nurses 
said she appeared to feel mcu'e 
pain from the procedure than 
most do. 

"I don't know why," she 
said, "but I don't diink I could 
even go through diat again." 

Shannon said she bled heav- 
ily that night and went u> bed 
about 8 that evening. She said 
she felt a little weak for die 
next couple of days. 

"It's strange, but I got over 
it pretty quickly," she said. 
"I've heard that women some- 
times aren't real upset after 
dieir abortions right afterwards 
but, radier, six monUis or even 
years later it hits diem. 

"I hope diat doesn't happen 
to me," said Shannon. "I don't 
regret my decisim. I just wish 
I wouldn't have gotten preg- 
nant in the first place, but it 
happened. I can't put myself 
down about Uiis. What's past 
is past I'm going on with my 
life."

Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne 
asked whether there had been a 
breakdown in communications 
with the events committee and 
whether the committee will be a 
duplication of effort. 

Obemdorf said that there was 
no breakdown, that the commit- 
tee would consist of a group of 

interested citizens who can tell 
other agencies such as Events 
Unlimited, what is necessary to 
nurture healthy relationships and 
to alert or sensitize the events 
committee so that beach events 
can select entertainment that will 
have a broad-based appeal. Fen- 
tress said that the purpose of the 
committee is to use the knowl- 
edge acquired during Labor Day 
1990.

This year, nobody has 
been invited. The council said 
that every weekend would be 
treated the same.

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Woman Claims PMS Caused Violent 
Behavior; Experts Say That's "Absurd" 



But, Women May Become 
Depressed And Emotional

A Northern Virginia orthopedic 
surgeon recently claimed that pre- 
menstrual syndrome caused her to 
verbally and physically attack a po- 
lice officer who stopped her for 
driving under the influence of alco- 
hol. 

Local medical and law experts 
call the argument "ludicrous" and 
"absurd." A Fairfax County General 
Disuict Court judge ruled that the 
woman was not guilty. 

The woman, Geraldine Richler, 
blew a .13 on a Breathalyzer ma- 
chine. The legal limit in Virginia is 
.10. Richlcr claims she was not 
drunk, she was just prcmcnsuiial. 

Dr. William K. Rand, III, a Vir- 
ginia Beach OB/GYN, said that 
depression, moodiness, anxiety, 
agiuiiion, drowsiness and headaches 
are sure signs of PMS, which usu- 
ally occurs about 10 days before a 
woman's menstrual cycle begins. 
But, PMS affects each woman dif- 
ferently. 

According to Rand, 75 to 80 
percent of all women suffer from 
PMS. Only one to two percent, 
however, suffer from a medically 
identifiable syndrome. Some 
women, he said, can become angry 
or depressed enough to act vio- 
lently. But, 50 percent of all 
women who say they become vio- 
. lent from PMS also have an under- 
lying psychological problem, 



"We have no known cause of it. 
It's been shown not to be hor- 
monal," said Rand. "I do not be- 
lieve PMS alone causes violent be- 
havior." 

Rand said that PMS can affect a 
woman's work and personal life; 
some may become suicidal. Because 
PMS is purely a symptom com- 
plex, he said, it will never be 
known if it is to blame for erratic 
behavior. 

Rand said he docs not believe 
that Richtcr was suffering from 
PMS. 

"In my one opinion, that's ludi- 
crous. She got it through the courts 
because her gynecologist said there 
was a case," he said. "Docs that 



mean that any woman who feels 
bad during her menstrual period can 
say, 'I've got PMS, that's why I've 
behaved this way?' " 

Robert Humphreys, the city's 
commonwealth's attorney, said he 
has never seen a case remotely close 
to Richier's in Virginia Beach. 

"I think it was an absurd decision 
by the judge. She had a blood alco- 
hol content of .13. Under Virginia 
statute, if she's behind the wheel, 
;hc's guilty of DUI," Hurr.phreys 

Richler claims that she held her 
jrcath during the Breathalyzer lest, 
*hich altered the reading. She also 
said she had four glasses of wine

PMS: How Bad Is It? 



Premenstrual syndrome, or 
PMS, is something that many 
women fear. The oncc-a-month 
symptoms may include moodi- 
ness, depression, fatigue and 
headaches. 

Most women suffer from some 
form of PMS, though their 
symptoms can vary. The follow- 
ing Virginia Beach residents ex- 
plain how they feel each month, 
just days before their mensuual 
cycle begins: 

Leigh Cooke, a 24 -year-old 
Kings Grant resident, said she 
become edgy a few days before 
her period. 

"I get real emotional. Some- 
times I feel like I have it (PMS), 



but I'm not sure," Cooke said. 

Stephanie Stefkovlch, a 
27-ycar-old imports specialist, 
said she suffers badly from PMS; 
she becomes very moody and 
emotional. 

"I'm a real bitch. I feel angry al 
the world," she said. "1 yell at my 
boyfriend. I ueat him like a dog." 

Annette Shavender, a 24- 
ycar-old Ocdanfront resident, said 
that aside from a few cramps, she 
docs not suffer from PMS. 

"Actually, I get raUier happy," 
she said. 

Debbie Lakin, 23, said 
PMS hits her about a week be- 
fore her period. *

For Teens, Booze Is Drug Of Choice. 



Drug Use Is Down, But 
More Teens Drinking

Drug use is declining and Amer- 
ica's teenagers are turning more to- 
wards alcohol, according to a na- 
tional study conducted by the in- 
spector general's office of the De- 
partmcni of Health and Human 
Services. More than half of the na- 
tion's junior and senior high school 
siudetiLs are drinkers, it said. 

Virginia Beach teenagers are in- 
cluded in those figures. There are 
seven times as many teenage alco- 
holics as there are drug addicts in 
the area, according to Lillian Dc- 
Venny, stale president and co- 
founder of Virginians Opposing 
Drunk Driving (VODD). 

"Tlic young people arc drinking 
everywhere. They drink in their au- 
tomobiles or if their parents are 
gone ihey have [xulies," she said. 

DeVcnny said that statistics 
show that there is more binge 
drinking among teenagers than ever 
before, meaning they drink heavily 
in spurts, 

"Alcohol is the drug of choice. 
They haven't slowed down, I don't

think," she said. 

The study's findings would also 
apply to Virginia Beach, DcVenny 
said, meaning that half of the city's 
teenagers drink. Of those who 
drink, 80 percent consume alcohol 
on a weekly basis, 50 percent have 
binged on occasion and some go on 
a weekly binge of five or more 
drinks in a row, the study shows. 

Some drink as many as 33 beers 
a week, a dozen wine coolers, 24 
glasses of wine or 24 shots of 
liquor, the study said. DcVenny said

that the drink of choice for most 
females is wine coolers, while 
teenage males lend to drink more 
beer. 

'There's so much advertising for 
it. Young people feel that drinking 
is a part of being an adult. It's an 
irresponsible action," she said. 

Martha Drummond, head of First 
Colonial High School's Students 
Against Drunk Driving (SADD) 
program, sdid she's not sure if teens 
are cutting down on their drinking, 
but she does know that fewer teens 
are drinking and driving. There arc 
currently 75 students in the school's 
SADD program. 

"Kids are interested in keeping 
other kids away from the wheel of a 
car who have been drinking," she 
said. "The trend is that more are 
working with their peers and 
putting pressure on not to drink and 
drive." 

DeVenny said that peer pressure 
is also one of the main reasons why 
teenagers drink. Most of the teens 
are between ihe ages of 13 and 19, 
but some are reported to have 
started drinking as young as eight 
years old. 

"They think it's a passage into 
adulthood. It's no longer macho or 
cool to see how much you can 
drink and get behind the wheel of a 
car," said DeVenny. 

Most teenagers obtain their 
liquor from Ihcir parent's liquor 
cabinets, DcVenny said. She added 
that parents should also be aware of 
who their children's friends arc, 
where ihcy are going and what time 
they will be home. 

"I had an understanding with my 
children that they would not drink 
and drive or ride with someone who 
was," said DcVenny, whose only 
daughter was killed at age 21 bc-

Virginia Beach Jonquil "Jonni" 
Finch said she urges each second- 
gtader she teaches at Deep Creek 
Elementary School in Chesa- 
peake to find an activity to love 
and to stick with it. 

"Each child, and every person, 
needs an outlet - a recreation of 
some sort thai they enjoy and can 
excel at," said Finch, 27. "This 
builds self-esteem." 

Finch who recently moved to 
Chesapeake, said her own love of 
horseback riding is what helped 
got her through "the tough spots" 
as she grew up. "I'd gel on a 
horse and tension would melt," 
she said. "Riding horses has al- 
ways been something 1 could do 
independently and with confi- 
dence." 

Finch was bom without fully 
formed fingers and toes, and she 
said this did not impair her riding 
abilities. "I was determined to 
become good," she said. 

Finch said she rode a horse for 
the first time when she was two- 
years-old, and after that, she'd 
constantly ask her father to lake 
her out riding. 

"We used to go up to the 
mountains and Dad and I would 
ride on the weekends," she said. 
"There was nothing I loved belter 
than to ride all day long on a 
Saturday." 

Finch evenuially began teach- 
ing riding at Triple R Ranch, a 
camp she aiicnded, and she got 
involved in showing horses. 
"Having something I loved so 
much kept me out of trouble," 
she said. 



Finch grew up in the Great 
Neck section of Virginia Beach, 
graduated from Cox High School 
and attended Virginia Wesleyan 
college, majoring in Elementary 
Education.

City Cites Options To Increase 
Beach Parking Meter Revenues

The city has come up with a 
number of options lo increase rev- 
enues from existing parking meters 
on the resort strip. 

Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne 
recently proposed that the city en- 
force 24 -hour metered parking to 
double the revenues. The city now 
enforces collections from May 
through ScjHembcr from 9 a.m. lo 
7 p.m. daily. 

Council deferred action unul June 
25 to give the staff time lo report 
on the proposal and to give the 
public an opportunity to comment. 

Henry Ruiz, of the Resort Pro- 



grams Office, has submitted several 
scenarios which would raise more 
money for the city. However, how 
much more could not be determined 
from available information, he said. 

Among the options - 

• 24-hour enforcement The city 
anticipaies'collecUng $220,000 in 
revenues for the current fiscal year 
which ends July 1. Clouding the 
situation are the costs involved in 
switching over lo 24-hour enforce- 
ment. 

Currently, the city uses uni- 
formed public school crossing 
guards who come on line after 
school closes, working until school 
opens again. Additional enforce- 
ment 10 cover the extended periods 
Pltau Mt* Parkmt, page U 



be the city's biggest 
problem. 

He added that no more concerts 
would be planned for Red Wing 
Park, where the Labor Day concerts 
were scheduled last year to the con- 
servation of the residents. 

The owners of Ocean Breeze of- 
fered use of the undeveloped areas of 
the park at no charge. Branch said 
that plays as well as concerts will 
be planned and ihe events will not 
cost the city anything. 

Edward S. Garcia, an owner of 
the park, said that the park has an 
open agenda in regard to the use of 
the park for Laborfest activities. He 
also said that a maximum of ten 
concerts will be staged at the sites, 
some by the park itself, and that 
alcohol will be permitted at the 
Beach Events concerts. 

Nancy Creech, another member 
of Ihe committee, said that some 
sort of amphitheater is needed at the 
beach, and that no more than four 

or five concerts are being planned 
by Beach Events. 

Concert-goers will not be re- 
quired to pay the park entrance fee, 
and Creech said that they will 
probably be charged one dollar for 
parking and three or four dollars 
more for the concert. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
was the only Council member vot- 
ing against removing the condition. 
She said that she was concerned 
about the impact of the noise on 
the surrounding communities. 

Garcia said that there will always 
be some concerns and that there 
will always be a certain amount of 
noise that will float from any 
activity. 

The park is located on a 74.5 acre 
parcel. Both Beach Events and the 
Virginia Hoiel/Motcl Association 
requested use of the site for special 
events because the park has adequate 
parking, food concessions and re- 
lated facilities to handle large 
crowds. 

Finding a locale for the Laborfest 
1990 concerts proved to be the 
city's biggest problem. The selcc- 
uon of Red Wing Parte, cutting off 
its use by rcsidenu for the weekend, 
generated such hard feeling that the 
defeat of incumbents in the 1990 
Councilmanic election was at- 
tributed to the discontent arismg 
from the city-sponsored Laborfest 
1990 plans. 

Mayor Mcyera Obemdori^ asked 
whether the concerts would be in a 
Wolfuap-typc setting. 

Garcia said that he hoped to re- 
turn in two years with an environ- 
mental design for bringing the park 
closer to that ideal.

Wanted : Current School Report 



The public school year has ended in Virginia Beach, and 71,000 students 
have received their report cards. Their teachers have kept records of atten- 
dance and performance, and those report cards show whether the students 
failed or passed. 

Now, the public is entitled to a current report on our public schools. Are 
they making the grade? Recent rqwrts from government agencies, private 
foundations, and businesses indicate that nationally our public schools are 
failing. 

The deteriorating condition of America's public schools has been the sub- 
ject of debate since the publication in 1983 of the government's report, / 
Nation at Risk. In 1986, the nation's governors tackled the problem. But 
progress has been slow. In 1989, U.S. corporations reported that it was 
costing them $25 billion a year to teach employees skills they should have 
learned in school. 

On April 18 this year, the national government publi^ed its educational

strategy, America 2000. When President Bush explained his administra- 
tion's lesson plan, he stated, "We've moved beyond the days of issuing re- 
port after report about the dismal state of our schools . . . It's lime we held 
our schools - and ourselves - accountable. 

There are those who question whether our schools are in a dismal state. 
In a recent Washington Post column. Gerald W. Bracey, director of research

Navy Commander Denby Starling Strikes Against Iraq

"I truly hoped I could go through 
my entire career never being shot at 
or having to drop a bomb in anger," 
mused Navy Commander H. Denby 
Starling II, considering the role he 
played in Operation Desert Storm. 
"But, since I had to do, I did it pro- 
fessionally." 

Starling, the son of Harold and 
Mildred Starling of Virginia Beach, 
is the commanding officer of VA- 
14S, an attack squadron flying an 
airplane only eight years younger 
than himself, led the second air 
strike of the war against Iraq 
launched from the decks of the car- 
rier USS Ranger. 

Old but reliable equipment was 
married to new technology and the 
latest in late-breaking news giving 
the air war almost a surreal touch. 

"As 1 planned my mission I was 
watching the war unfold, live, on 
CNN. I watched what we would be 
going into," he said. "Actually it 
made me feel better, knowing what 
was going on, and the debrief I got 
from the CO of VA-145 who led 
the first strike was helpful, too." 

Starling's complement of 12 
vintage Intruders are the oldest at- 
tack airplanes operating with the 
fleet. A low-level, all weather 
bomber, the Intruder Fu^t proved its 
worth in the skies over Vietnam 
and has been a reliable work horse 
ever since. 

This time the place of VA-145 
went to war having completed the 
Navy's system weapons improve- 
ment program (SWIP). "We were 
the first West Coast squadron to 
deploy with SWIP," said Stariing. 
"That- was very important. It gave 
our A-6's the capability to be J*Ic 
to carry the newer, high-tech 
weapons." 

One of those weapons was the 
HARM missile, a high-spe«l mis- 
sile designed to be used apinst ai- 
cmy radar. Costing a million dol- 
lars a piece, no one in VA-145 had 
ever fired a HARM before. 

"This was ilw first combat use of 
the HARM and it worked very weff. 
Thirty-three of them were fired diff- 
hig the war. When you sec lhe» 
weapons wof* as advertised your 
confidence goes way up," Sl^/ling 
said. "Americans should be well- 



satisfied when they look at how the 
defense dollar has been spent" 

Starling, too, was well satisfied 
by the performance of his squadron, 
although he came to the war with 
grim but realistic expectations. Al- 
though air supremacy was some- 
thing the allies felt confident they 
could achieve, early on. Starling 
explained that doctrine is a cold 
comfort to the A-6 community. 
"We're still getting shot at from the 
ground," he said succinctly. 

All the way from San Diego to 
the Gulf as the Ranger rushed to 
war. Starling hoped for the best and 
prepared for the worst. "Although 
we have the best pilots in the 
world, I went over there expecting 
to lose aircraft," he said candidly. 

The Ranger went to war the day 
after it arrived on station and Star- 
ling settled in to do his job. "The 
first night we were in and out, the 
same the second and third night," he 
said. "The squadron felt good, not 
bulletproof, but confident, and then 
on the fourth mission, a mission I 
was flying, chit sister squadron VA- 
155, lost an aircraft and its crew. 
Hiat's wten it really hit home for 
me - there's no one, no matter how 
good, who's bulletproof." 

Rear Admiral R.J. Zlatoper, 
Commander Battle Group Echo 
said, "When all our planes returned 
safely from the first mission no 
one, including myself, thought that 
we would have it easy. When our 
squadron VA-155 lost the A-6 on 
the fourth strike, it was time to 
[Mtive to our^lves and to the world 
that we weren't out here for noth- 
ing. We gr«ved fw the crew and for 
their families. It really hit us hard. 
But we couldn't let it get the best of 
us. There was a war to be fought 
and we were there to fight it" 

Like all the other pilots flying 
missions Starling came to grips 
with the fact that he might not 
make it back to the relative safety 
of the carri^. He folbwed the long 
established i^ecedents set by others 
who have goiK into combat in wars 
past 

"I wrote letters to my wife and 
family," he said, "and had them 
stuck in ihq safe. If 1 didn't cork 
hacH the tellers would have been 
fbrwar^:d to ii^m. You dida'i write 
home that you think about dying. 



It's tough enough doing the job 
without thinking about that. You 
don't want them to wwry." 

Towards the end of February, 
Starling, however, had something 
new to worry about. "As it got 
closer to being over they (the Iraqis) 
weren't even firing back at us," he 
reported. "My concern shifted to 
keeping the guys from becoming 
complacemcnl. When the 28th of 
February came, people were plenty 
wary. No one wants to be the last 
guy to buy it in the war." 

With the cease-fire Starling said 
the A-6's offensive role ended and 
the Inuiider's began to fly surface 
search and surveillance missions, 
demonstrating yet another capabil- 
ity of the venerable but versatile 
bombers. 

"The A-6 performed in this war 
beyond anyone's wildest expecta- 
tions," said Starling firmly. "Over 
accomplishments at VA-145 will 
rival those of any of the other 
planes including the new ones. 
Each aircraft flew over 80 hours a 
month. 

"The A-6 is a reliable aircraft bul 
we couldn't have done what we did 
without outstanding support," he 
continued. 

When Stariing speaks of his 
uoops it's apparent that he consid- 
ers them the real heroes of the 
Desert Storm air war. 

"The pilots get the glamour bul 
the mechanics, the mechanics are 
tJtt real heroes, tbc wrench turners 
deserve all <he credit They woikcd 
18 hour days, seven days per week, 
under really bad conditions. The ef- 
fort they made was outstanding. To 
keep things up the enlisted people 
had to be of the highest caliber 
evo'. Our sailors arc smart and well- 
trained. They were doing what they 
joined the Navy lo do and they did 
il superbly." 

Now back home. Starling says 
that one thing ne one in the> 
squadron counted on was the out- 
pouring of support from the 
AmeHcw pct^lc. Starling credits 
that support with helping win the 
war. ; . 

"ri^lly think the fact that* 
Amer^ihs were behind us aiul thai 
the.silesce bicw it increased tteir > 
prodwttviiy. We recerved more ^ 
mafl tlWwc could handt?." he said. , 



"Everyone appreciated the support 
ind thank-you!" 

Now Starling hopes that the 
support Americans showed for the 
military during wartime will con- 
tinue. "The civilian sector needs to 
understand that we work for them - 
diat we're important to them. The 
fact that we were able to leave San 
Diego, get to the gulf in record 
time and begin fighting a war one 
day after arrival, that readiness is a 
Uibute to the men who maintain 
the machines but it also means 
we're ready to go wherever America 
needs us. That should be important 
to all Americans." 

A final aspect to the Gulf War 
that Starling finds professional im- 
portant is that he knows now, from 
practical experience that things 
work. 

"I've been flying the A-6 my en- 
tire career," said the I7-ycar veteran. 
"I dropped more bombs in six 
weeks than fve done in all the years 
before when we were practicing. It's 



hard to say that war is good but 
sometimes good comes out of it 
For me, it's good to know our 
training and our tactics work. It's 
also given me a Uue appreciation 
for America's youth and what they 
can accomplish when they are chal- 
lenged." 

Ironically, Starling himself did 
not particularly plan to be chal- 
lenged by the military. "I initially 
joined the Navy to qualify for an 
ROTC scholarship so I could go to 
college at the University of Vir- 
ginia. I was a chemistry major and 
my intentions were not make the 

Navy a career. But I got into avia 
lion and discovered something I re 
ally enjoyed. So here I am, years 
later. As long as the Navy coniin- 
ues to be challenging and rewarding 
I'll stay with it" he said. 

Starling has met the challenges 
of war, now he says its time to re- 
turn to keeping the peace, an as-

Jones then became assistant 
principal of Princess Anne High 
School for one year until she 
headed for Europe for a second 
time.

In 1986, Jones returned to be- 
come the school system's director 
of gifted programs in the 
elementary and secondary levels. 




She obtained her current position

"I'm in charge of the instruc- 
tional program, discipline, the 
budget; I have a variety of re- 
qxmsibilities." said Jones. 

Because of her interest in art, 
Jones was recently named to the 
International Thespian Society by 
the school's drama students. The 
students each year nominate a 
teacha who supports drama and 
the arts. 

"It was a total surprise. They 
announced it at our awards 
night," said Jones. "Art is some- 
thing I enjoy, but it's not some- 
thing I have a lot of time to do 
nowadays."

The Viiginia Beach SqImoI Board 
lecently authcMized the school divi- 
sion's General Advisory Council for 
Vocational Education to proceed 
with the formation of a Vocational 
Education Foundation for the Vir- 
ginia Beach public schools. 

Approximately 25 school divi- 
sions in the state now have such 
foundations, the first of which was 
established in Fairfax County in 
1970, according to Don Felling, 
marketing representative for IBM 
and a member of the Council. 

Like the Virginia Vocational- 
Technical Education Foundation 
framed in 1987, the Virginia Beach 
foundation would have three main 
purposes: to act as a catalyst in ob- 
taining the involvement of business 
and industry in vocational-technical 
education; to establish an active 
partnership between business and 
industry and the educational estab- 
lishment; and to increase the city's 
competitiveness and productivity by 
promoting quality, excellence, and 
preparedness in vocational-technical 
education programs and the labor 
face. 

The Virginia Beach foundation 
would be a not-for-profit corpora- 
tion and would receive no funding 
from the school division or city. 
Contributions of time, services and 



money would be sought from the 
local business community and 
would go to finance vocational 
education ventures that existing 
school revenues cannot support. 

For example, the foundation 
could finance construction of a 
home or repair/reconditioning of an 
autonwbile by vocaticxial education 
students, allowing them to obtain 
on-the-job instruction using the 
latest technologies in a real-world 
setting. Proceeds from the sale of 
the home or auto would return to 
the foundation to be plowed into 
new projects. 

The foundation will have a board 
of directors made up of business and 
industry leaders from the local 
community. 

The Virginia Beach General Ad- 
visory Council for Vocational Edu- 
cation advises Director of Voca- 
tional Education Francis FostCT and 
Assistant Superintendent for Pro- 
gram Development George 
McGovem on all aspects of the 
school division's vocational educa- 
tion program. They will now pro- 
:eed with drafting articles of incor- 
poration, bylaws, procedures for the 
selection of foundation board mem- 
bers, and other necessary informa- 
tion for School Board review and 
fwiba action.

would have VS be provided. If uni- 
formed police officers are used they 
would be limited to a smaller area, 
and the 2nd precinct commander has 
safety concerns about using school 
crossing guards during the night, 
still the city expects collections 
would be more that the costs and no 
business opposition is anticipated. 

The city expects some com- 
plaints from condominium owners 
in the northern and southern ex- 
tremities of the metered area whose 
guests normally park on the street 
after 7 p.m., and from residents 
about the possible overflow of 
street parking. 

• April to November enforcement 
parking meters. The staff reports 
that the additional months of rev- 
enues would provide a significant 
increase with 10-hour <x 24-hour 
enforcement. The enforcement 
program would have to be revised, 
but the private sector would not be 
significantly affected. 

• Increasing rates for parking 
meters by zones. If the current rate 
of 25 cents for a half-hour parking 
with a two-hour load limit is in- 
creased to SO cents in the high-use 
zones, revenues would be doubled 
in those zones. Ten-hour or 24- 
hour parking could be enforced. 
However, if the change is limited to 
an increase in rates only relatively 
little or no impact on enforcement 
in forseen. 

Residential areas will be affected 
under this scenario and a residential 
parking permit system may have to 
be developed.

and evaluation at Cherry Creek Schools, Englewood, Co., assots "the death 
of our schools has been greatly exaggerated." 

He cites data from The Condition of Education 1990, a publication of the 
United States Department of Education, and contends, "A closer lode at high 
school completion rates, dropout rates, college attendance, various test 
scores, expenditures and oUier indicators show that, far from deteriorating, 
American schools continue to provide a high quality - in many ways vasUy 
sophisticated - education lo the type of student they have traditionally 
served, while grcatiy expanding their service to large numbers of students 
previously excluded from the system." 

How can We the People assess our local schools without a current and 
comprehensive report? A call to Dr. Thomas M. Garrou. director of the Ed- 
ucational Planning Center VBCPS, led me to a copy of State of the Divi- 
sion 1990. which contains such data as high school completion rates, 
dropout rates, college attendance, test scores, and expenditures, but is out of 
date. 

Besides, tiiat publication, prepared for the School Board by the prior ad- 
minisu-ation, is not entirely a report, but contains strategic planning and 
proposed curricula changes, some of which remain controversial. 

However, Dr. Garrou says die State of the Division, 1991 and a new 
publication. School Profiles, witij data about individual schools, will be 
published in July and copies will be placed in Uie city libraries. We the 
People will be awaiting these reports with interest. 

After all, education is an issue for all Americans. Our national, state and 
local governments, our city council, our school board, our school officials, 
parents, and otiier citizens are all ultimately accountable for America's fu- 
ture. 



tury. They are but five examples of how technology is changing schools in 
Ainerica today. 

In March, in San Francisco, at an NEA conference on the role of tech- 
nology, 1,200 educators, business leaders and technology experts came to- 
gether to share Uieir knowledge and their visions of how technology can 
improve learning in America's schools. 

Teachers demonstrated how Uiey're using computers, satellites, fiber op- 
tics, interactive videodiscs, cable television and other technologies to 
broaden students' horizons and so-etch their thinking and learning skills. 

Business executives talked about their need ibr employees who arc not 
just technologically literate, but skilled problem solvers prepared lo con- 
tinue learning on the job. And Uie experts and studcnus dcmonsiratcd die 
educational potential of some of the latest technologies. 

The NEA conference offered convincing evidence Uiat the technology is a 
tool with vast learning potential. Used wisely, technology can change they 
way educators leach, the way students learn, and the way schools arc orga- 
nized. 

Technology can enable all students to become independent learners and 
problem solvers. It can be used to increase teachers' ability lo serve as edu- 
cational planners, coachers and facilitators. It can expand learning far be- 
yond the classroom's four walls. 

It's already happening. The school I referred to above, with a iwo-to-one 
student-computer ration, is real. It's Silver Ridge Elementary School in Uie 
Central Kitsap School district, across Pugcl Sound from Seattle. 

This school district, selected as one of NEA's Excellence in Action pro- 
grams, has made technology an integral part of its grassroots school re- 
structuring effort School staff choose the most appropriate Kxhnologies as 
part of a larger plan to make students active leaders. Teachers are provided 
extensive training in how to teach widi computers. 

All of Uiis costs money. Ceno-al Kitsap has scraped funding logetiier 
witii contributions from computer firms and bond levies. But Uie cost of 
technology puts it beyond die reach of many school disu^icls. The federal 
Office of Technology Assessment (OTA) reports Uiai public school aver- 
ages one computer for every 30 students. 

Technology can help us lo reach Uie six national education goals adopted 
last year by President Bush and Uie 50 stale governors, if we ensure that 
it's available lo all students. 

America cannot afford to deny some student access to technology be- 
cause they live in poor communities or attend financially strapped schools. 
Our nation cannot afford lo educate some students to be information rich - 
and condemn others to remain information poor. 

When we went lo war wiUi Iraq, tiie men and women in our armed forces 
were provided with Uie best equipment and training available. America's 
future is equally dependent on providing the students in our schools with 
the equipment and learning Uiey'll need lo face Uie 21 st century. 
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before leaving a friend's house Uie 
night she was pulled over. Her at- 
torney argued that women absorb 
alcohol more quickly during their 
premenstrual cycle.

Will Uie Richier case cause more 
women lo blame PMS for Uieir vi- 
olent behavior? They could U-y, 
Humphreys said, and hope for the 
same type of judge Uiat Richter had. 

"It has potential t(x abuse. Be- 
cause it's so different to define who 
has it and who doesn't, legally it's a 
big can of worms that nobody can 
sort out," said Rand. "I'm surprised 
it stood up in court."

Kim Lakin, a 25-year-old 
elementary school teacher, said 
she sometimes feels cranky and 
moody, but generally doesn't 
suffer from PMS. 



"They're too moody."

Virginia Beach Police Department 
Launches "Report To The Community"

FixHn time lo time the city of 
Virginia Beach Police Department 
would like to report to you, our 
community, about the efforts un- 
derway to keep Vir^nia Beach 
one of the safest cities in the coun- 
try. We believe it is impcntant that 
our citizens realize that we are here 
to serve them, and that we can all 
work together to improve the qual- 
ity of life. As chief of police and on 
behalf of the entire department, I 
would Ukc to thank The Virginia 
Beach Sun for providing this fo- 
rum to make such a rqxMt 

The police dq)aitment has been ChMVnIl 

involved in sevml on-going programs, which have met with great success 
in maintaining the tow crime rate enjoyed by Virginia Beach. I would like 
to discuss two such programs in this "Rqxjrt to the Community." 

PDlke Athletic League 

The concq)t of a Police Athletic League (BAL) was first developed in 
the 1930s when New York City wanted to provide opportunities for young 
people to interact with police officers in gyms and on athletic fields, rather 
than in juvenile detention halls or courtrooms. This was accomplished by 
having the officers q)end time actively involved with the youth in that 
community. 

The Virginia Beach I^lice Department joined this effort in June of 
1990. The program was piloted in the Carper Housing community and 
serves a total of ten neighborhoods throughout the city. The Virginia 
Beach Police Athletic League wwks to provide a quality program that will 
promote a bond of trusts, understanding and respect between the youth of 
the city and the police. To accomplish this goal, participants are provi(ted 
with athletic, educational and cultisal oppcHtunities. 

Critical to the successof any child-oriented program is parental involve- 
ment PAL is no excq>tion and we encouraged the parents not only to be 
present for enrollment, as required, but to participate as volunteers. The 
program also expects a commitment from the child. Each members must 
maintain a "C" or better average in school and must devote 30 minutes of 
PAL time in a study hall oivironment before taking part in any sports 
activity. 

PAL is a non-profit organization funded by pivate donations. It is 
governed by a board of directors composed of citizens from the commu- 
nity. City funds are used only for officers' salaries. Master Police Officer 
Jim Iman, coordinator, has said that he would like to see PAL grow into a 
citywide program whoe more chUdren can benefit from police efforts to 
build self-esteem and improve youth^jarent relationships. PAL currently 
boasts three basketball teams, with the goal of expansion to ten teams. 
Offico' Iman would also like to establish several volleyball and softball 
teams. For more information on the PAL Program, contact MPO J. Iman 
of the department's Community Relations Unit at 427-9743. 

Truancy Abatement Program 

The Truancy Abatement Program (TAP) was implemented as a pilot 
program at the Fourth Precinct in January of this year. Captain C.D. 
Hathaway, commanding officer of the Fourth Precinct, recognized the fact 
that residential burglaries have risen 49.9 percent in the last decade. It was 
also noted by precinct supervisors that national statistics indicated that 
juveniles are responsible fw 80 percent of residential burglaries, mi 
seldom venture farther than 1.5 miles from home. Captain Hathaway and 
his staff then developed TAP to attack the truancy problem by returning 
students to the classroom environment, with an expected decrease in 
burglary rates. Officers then assigned to TAP discovered an interesting 
residual effect in that they were able to collect intelligence, and (tetermine 
who was in the area when these burglaries occurred. 

I feel it is important to mention at this point that officers never tose sight 
of the fact that there are students who skip school on a lark and do not 
become involved in criminal activity. The police are also careful not to 
become involved in the discipline of truants. 

The program at the Fourth Precinct continued for 71 school days and 
ended May 3 1 . Tliere were an average of six officers each day working on 
TAP for three hours ea;h day. These officers located 501 persons appear- 
ing to be of schod age, and of that number 259 were returned to cU^s. An 
additional 2 1 children of elementary school age were taken io their homes. 
The vast majority of the remaining 221 persons had quit school, or were 
serving expulsions or suspensions. Very few of the subjects interviewed 
were over eighteen, and the majority of these persons were in the com{»ny 
of one or more juveniles. 

TAP begins with an officer's assignment to a particular school. The 
offico' meets with the principal or his/her representative each day to 
discuss any problems which may be occurring in the school as well as any 
problems which are affecting the school from surrounding areas. The 
school is offered assistance by the officer to include advice regarding 
minw infracttons. Officers are |»esent in the cafeteria during lunch periods 
twKe a week, mingling with the students and generally advertising their 
l»esence. This procedure allows the school and the olTicer to establish a 
knowledpble and familiar relationship. 

Initial indicalkxis are that the program is very successful. In January, 
38.8 peicoit of the burglaries in the city occurred in the Fourth Precinct 
In April that figure dropped to 24.8 percent TAP also appears to have 
reduced tiK numba of other fgoperty crimes as well as a da:rease in 
number of calls for sovice. Not only are the officers finding offendos, 
they arc also locating previously hard to find witnesses. Between January 
16 and March 16, TAP, atong with other planned pauol activities, have 
cleared 29 burglaries, two receiving stol^ property reporu, fflid brought 
129 felony charges. 

The majmity of parents and school officials are pleased with the 
{Hogram, as is the police dq)artment At this time, plans are undoway to 
continue this proactive {HOgram at the Fourth Precinct in the fall when 
school begins. lam also considoii^ the implementation of TAP in otho' 
areas of the city. Inquiries regarding TAP can be directed to Captain C.D.

City's Parking System 
Director Says No 
New Lots In Future

Each summer, hundreds x>tihou- 
sands of people visit Virginia 
Beach. And most of them travel by 
car. 

Those who have hotel rooms at 
the Oceanfront have it made • they 
are guaranteed a parking space for 
the duration of their stay. 

But, for the day-tripper, paiking 
can be a problem. Even locals attest 
to the fact that there isn't enough of 
it 

But according to Henry Ruiz, 
director of the city's Resort Pro- 



grams Office, there are no plans in 
the immediate future for additional 
paiking lots. 

"We do have a parking problem, 
but only 18 days out of the year," 
said Ruiz, referring to summer hol- 
idays. "It's not convenient parking." 

There are currently 865 parking 
meters at the Oceanfront The me- 
ters are enforced from May to 
September from 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
daily, on holidays and on weekends. 

The cost lo park by a meter is 50 
cents for one hour and 25 cents for 
a half-hour, but the meters are cali- 
brated to take less than 50 cents and 
up to two hours worth of change. 
Once the time is up, a customer 
must feed change back into the me- 
ter. Each year, depending on the 
weather, Ruiz said, the meters gen- 
erate $210,000 to $220,000. 

"You feed the meter, then the

flag will expire and you're subjected 
to a ticket." said Ruiz, who as of 
July 1 will be the city's first direc- 
tor of parking systems. 

Virginia Beach also owns three 
paiking lots at the Oceanfront - at 
the Dome, on 19th Su-eet and on 



4th Street. A 400-space lot at Little 
Island Pier in Sandbridge is also 
owned by the city. The three tots at 
the Oceanfront can hold a total of 
about 620 cars.

Rodriguez is just one of several 
Virginia Beach residents who has 
fallen victim to pranks involving 
water guns. She was recently 
squirted in the face with a gun by a 
14-year-old passenger of her bus. 
Only the gun didn't contain water - 
she was shoi with bleach. 

"He got off the bus and as he got 
off he squirt me in the eyes," said 
Rodriguez, who had stopped the bus 
at the cormr of California Court 
and Front Royal Road. "I remember 
it burning my eyes and just sitting 
; there rubbing them." 



Rodriguez was taken to the hos- 
pital where her eyes were flushed 
out with water. The owner of the 
water gun has apologized to Ro- 
driguez, who met with the boy's 
family, and she hasn't decided if she 
will press charges.

Where Is It? 

Most Virginia Beach residents feel tfie same way about the 
parking situation at the Oceanfiont. There simply isn't enough 
of it. Sure, the city has several large lots that they operate, but 
who wants to pay $3 to $5 for a few hours at Uw beach? 

To visit the Occanfront, whether it be to lay on the beach, 
stroll down Atlantic Avenue or hit the hot spots at night, one 
can expect to fwk over at least $3. On a holiday weekend, 
when the beach is packed with tourists, the prices go up. 
Granted, the city makes much of its money off of visitors. The 
money generated from parking meters and lots, for example, is 
used for several projects, one being the beautification of the re- 
sort strip. 

It just seems like locals are already paying the city enough 
money in taxes - can't they at least get a break on parking? 
What if the city issued parking decals, for a flat fee, to Virginia 
Beach residents that somehow ensured tlwm a paridng spot at a 
discount? Anyone who has a sticker on their car can park for 
$2, instead of $5. It would probably bring more people from 
farther away, say from Kempsville, if they knew they didn't 
have to spend all their money before they even got out of the 
car. 

Though most of the city's visitors come from out of town, 
many do o-avel from Norfolk, Portsmouth or Hampton, for ex- 
ample. Those people who would like to come to the beach for a 
day will probably think twice if they have to pay too much to 
park. If they chose not to park in a lot that charges a fee, it 
could be hours before they find a spot. It's cheaper to park at 
Waterside in Norfolk. The parking garage there charges by the 
hour, so if you're just going for dinner, you probably won't 
pay more than $1 .75. 

The city is now considering raising the price of parking me- 
ters. Not that they're expensive - 50 cents for an hour - but 
anyone who has ever tried to find a vacant spot beside a meter 
knows that you have to be at the Oceanfront by sunrise to en- 
sure yourself one. The beach becomes crowded quickly, just as 
quickly as parking spaces disappear. 

Maybe the city should consider parking garages such as Wa- 
terside's. Not only would one come in handy during the sum- 
mer months when the Oceanfront is at its peak, but also during 
the off months when locals still enjoy the beach. Many Virginia 
Beach residents work at the Oceanfront, in restaurants, bars, 
gift shops. Most of the stores along Atlantic Avenue do not 
have their own parking lots, therefore employees must join the 
parade of people searching for parking spaces. Some em- 
ployees, even those who live close by, must leave their homes 
45 minutes before they are to report to work, to find a place to 
park. 

It's understandable that the city needs to make money. Vir- 
ginia Beach, like any other city, has to have all it can get. But, 
more people may come to the beach to eat, shop and stay the 
night if they don't have to pay a fortune in parking fees. - 
Kl.D.

Not everyone has thought 
Cooke's sighs are funny. The 
first and last one he put up jab- 
bing fun at a woman - Kitty 
Duk^s - created quite a stir, he 
said. The sign, posted shortly af- 
ter Dukakis publicly admitted her 
drug and alcohol problem, read 
"Kitty Dukakis Special - Acetone 
Lacquer Thinner." 

Cooke said he received many 
calls from irate people who be- 
rated him for "making light" of 
drug and akohd addiction. 

"Even diough diey have, diese 
signs in no way are meant to of- 
fend anybody," Cooke said. 
"Hopefully they'll just make 
somebody laugh. 

Codec's sign diat read, "Honk 
If You Hunk Unck; George Will 
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Pull die Trigger," p(»ted shordy 
before the Persian Gulf War's 
onset, resulted in two things - 
plenty of honks and plenty of 
phone calls from fuming resi- 
dents, lashing out at Cooke for 
his intended humor some called 
"sick." 

But Cooke said, for tiie most 
part, he's had positive feedbacks 
on the signs. "Pec^le are always 
commenting on tiiem," he said. 
"Some get a real kick out of 
them. 

Codec said he always kx^ for 
die most controversial issue of 
die day to pdee fun at, and tries 
to relate an issue or person to one 
of his products. 



"It takes some thought to 
come up with good ones," he 
said, 'iHit it's a kM of fun." 

Codec said the fun he has widi 
the store's sign was threatened 
recendy when a city sign ordi- 
nance was passed which said in 
12 years, all business signs need 
to be eight feet tall or under, widi 
non-interchangeable message 
paneh Codee saki he was one of 
die residents who stridently 
fought die ordinance before die 
city's plaiwing commission. The 
ordinance was subsequently 
grandfathered, allowing pre- 
exi^g signs to remain as are. 

That means Cooke has plenty 
of years ahead of him to write 
sign messages.

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Mixed Test Results Reported 



Results of student performances 
on two sets of standardized tests 
were reported recendy to die Vir- 
ginia Beach Schod Board 

While student perf onnance on die 
state's Literacy Passport Test 
showed signiHcant improvement 
over last year, student performance 
as measured by the Iowa Tests of 
Basic Skills (JTBS) and die Tests of 
Achievement and Proficiency (TAP) 
was mixed. 

The Literacy Passport Test as- 
sesses student performance in tiiree 
areas: reading, writing and mathe- 
matics. Some 3,500 Virginia Beach 
sixth-graders, including handici^jped 
students, look tiie tests tiiis year. 
They posted an 8.3 percentage pdnt 
increase in die writing section, witii 
89.0 percent passing diis year 
compared to 80.7 percent in 1990. 

Their performance on the math 
section bettered last year's results 
by 4.1 percentage points, with 93.8 
percent passing this year compared 
to 89.7 percent in 1990. On die 
reading section, student performance 
was virtually unchanged at 89.3 
percent tiiis year compared to 89.1 
percent in 1990. 

Dr. K. Edwin Brown, assistant 
superintendent for instruction aiid 
curriculum development, said tiiat 
die new elementary language arts 
curriculum contributed to die im- 
{Hoved writing scares. 

Three schools achieved 100 per- 
cent passage on one or more sec- 
tions. All Kingston students taking 
the writing section passed it; all 



Malibu test-takers passed both 
reading and mathematics; and all 
Thalia test-takers passed both writ- 
ing and madiematics. Forty-one of 
the 48 elementary schools adminis- 
tering the test achieved 90 pocent 
passage of at least one secticm. 

The 1,129 sevendi-grade students 
who took the Literacy Passport 
Tests this year either had failed one 
or more sections in 1990 as sixth 
graders or were transfer students 
who had not previously passed die 
tests. On die madi section, 80.2. 
percent of the seventh graders 
passed; writing. 79.9 percent; and 
reading, 70.3 peicaiL 

llie ITBS and die TAP are stan- 
dardized norm-referenced tests ad- 
ministered nationally. All public 
schools in Virginia are required to 
administer these tests at grades four, 
eight and eleven. 

Fourth-grade students who tode 
die ITBS this year ranked at the 
61st percentile nationally on the 
composite score, compared widi a 
62nd-percentile composite score 
among last year's fouth-giaders. At 
die eighdi-grade level, composite 
scores fell from die 63rd pocentile 
in 1990 to die 58di percentile dus 
year. Elevendi-graders et^ed up two 
percentile points on die composite 
TAP to the 64di percentile nation- 
ally, compared to die 62nd per- 
coitile in 1990. 

Schools are now analyzing the 
test results to decide whue change 
is necessary.

Professional Puppeteer 
Entertains And Teaches 
Lessons To Children 



Great Neck Resident To 
Be Featured TTiis Summer

Ever get a child to sit still 
for two hours to listen to an 
educational talk, without the 
child complaining? 

Alma Beisel does it all the 
time, teaching children about 
the dangers of drugs, the 
importance of honesty and the 
significance of self-esteem. 

Her means and method are 
puppets and humor. "Once you 
have children laugh, you can 
get your message across," said 
Beisel, the woman behind the 
stage of the Wappadoodle 
Puppet Company, who will be 
featured in Chesapake Parks 
and Recreation Department 
summer camps this years, plus 
put on shows at the city's 
libraries. 

Beisel said she has written, 
produced, directed and operated 
the puppets in over 3,500 
puppet shows, many for 
Hampton Roads children, since 
forming the company in 1978. 

About 90 percent of her 
shows have a lesson or 
message. She said her show 
The Ugly Duckling. for 
instance, which she wrote as a ' 
take-off from the popular 
children's tale, is intended to 
teach kids not to call one 
another names. She recalls a 
few lines from the show: 

Ugly Duckling: Nobody 
loves me 'cept my momma. 
Everybody calls me Ugly. 

Skunk: That's nothing. Ev- 
erybody calls me Stinky. 

Ugly Duckling: I don't want 
to call you Stinky. I'll call 
you Sammy. 

Skunk: I'll call you Danny. 

Beisel has also written and 
orchestrated shows on 
nutrition, on "protecting 
yourself," on mental abuse, on 
disabilities, substance abuse 
and odier topics. 

"It's great when children can 
have fun and learn," she said. 
"In fact, I think that's the best 
way to learn. 

Beisel uses between 400 and 
450 puppets, which she makes 
herself. Her husband, Gerry, a 
retired Navy pilot and current 
city of Virginia Beach building 
inspector, makes her sets. 

The puppets travel, mostly 
throughout Virginia and North 
Carolina, entertaining in 
schools, shopping malls and 
special events. Beisel calls 
herself a "professional 
puppeteer" and said she is one 
of a handful of people able to 
make a living puppeteering. 

It's not an easy or simple 
vocation for Beisel, however. 
She performs eight or nine 
puppet shows a week, which 
means memorizing scripts, 
keeping puppets clean and 
groomed, and during the 
shows, operating up to 12 
puppets at a time, switching 
frcMn character to character and 
using a foM pedal to turn taped 
sounds on and off. All of her 
shows are live. 

"It takes a lot of energy to 
to a sitow." she said. 

Beisel said she's been careful 
throughout her puppeteering 
career to find out what 
entertains children and to mM 
prepare shows geared for 
adults. 

"Children like shows with 
audience participaUon, and 
they like it when Uiey think 
diey're in wi a secret" Beisel 
said in some of her shows, the 
stage is broken in two with a 
l»rrier erf' some sort, where Ae 
children sec what one piqip^ is 



doing, while anoUier puppet 
does not know what's going 
on. "They love that," slw said. 

Beisel said she feels lucky 
to have turned a hobby into a 
vocation, and better yet, one 
that strives to help people, in 
this case children. 

She said as a young girl 
growing up in California, she 
was encouraged to be a 
performer. "When I was little, 
my family would sometimes 
wake me up after I'd gone to 
bed and get me to entertain." 
she said. She played the piano 
and danced as a girl and was 
featured in various theater 
productions in high school. 

Beisel, who majored in 
Children Theater 

Communications at the college 
of San Mateo and San 
Francisco State College, had 
parts on three different radio 
stations while in school, plus 
she had her own children's 
show, called "Doodlesville," 
which she wrote and 
dramatized. 

It was from the 
"Doodlesville" concept that 
she got the idea for a local 
television puppet show in San 
Francisco called 

"Wappadoodle." 




Though the program never 
fully materialized, since Beisel 
left San Francisco to marry, 
the name and the philosophy 
of educating as well as. 
entertaining young people with 
puppets eventually influenced 
the formation of the 
Wappadoodle Puppets, which 
Beisel originally ran with 
another woman before taking 
on the full responsibility 
herself. 

Beisel said one of the high- 
lights of her career and life 
was meeting the late Burr 
Tillstrom, the man behind die 
well-known puppet characters 
Kidda, Fran and Ollie. 

She said other highlights 
have been when school 
principals have called her, 
telling her that her shows have 
made a big difference for 
students. "Principals have 
called me and said a child who 
was being beaten came out and 
told someone, after my show," 
she said. "It has happened 
more than once." 

Beisel saidiier future dreams 
are to make children's videos 
and possibly do television 
commercials and/or cartoon 
voices. "I'll never be far from 
my pui^ts." she said.

"There's never been anything 
dfflie for children." said Matsoi. 
"There's nothing else like it. 
When kids are in third grade, they 
study Virginia Beach, but there's 
a lot they don't know. We felt 
like thoe was a niche lot it" 

Not only does Kids at the 
Beach appeal to children, but it 
also promotes a return to a fam- 
ily-oriented city. Kellam said that 
they wanted tourists, as well as 
locals, to take an interest in the 
book. 

"We have so much histwy and 
good things going on in the 
city," said Kellam, a Birdneck 
Point resident. "There's so much 
we can be proud of." 

So, for more than a year, Kel- 
lam and Matson researched the 
very things that make them proud 
to be Virginia Beach residents. 
They stopped teaching 17 and 14 
years ago, respectively, to raise 
their children. Together, the 
women wwked around the sched- 
ules of six children, ranging in 
ages from five to 17. 

Their "office" was usually es- 
tablished in various local fast 
food restaurants, where "amid 
Happy Meals, Diet Cokes and 
preschoolers," their dream was 
realized. 

"The first 30 minutes of each 
day we usually caught up on 
gossip," Kellam said. Often, the 
women would work late into the 
night after the children were put 
to bed. 



Kellam said that because she 
has always made it a habit to take 
her four children to interesting 
places in Virginia Beach, she 
thought oUwr pneiKs might want 
10 do the same. Some parents, 
especially those who am new to 
the area, are not familiar with 
certain landmaika and the stories 
behind them, such as the totem 
pole at Mt. TrashmcKe. 

"Our community is so in- 
volved in so numy diflerent veas 
- hisuvy. c(mservation. preserva- 
tion - the book has a little of ev- 
erything." said Kellam. 

According to Matson wA Kel- 
lam, their book came it^ethn in 
phases. Matson would type while 
Kellam woii»d on the illustra- 
tions. Last March, they began 

looking for a i^inter and finally 
went widi Professional Printing 
Co. The wonoi also fanned their 
own publishing company. 
Boffldwalk Bodes. 

*lt is voy hard for us to work 
by ourselves. We always worked 
together. It was exactly 50/50." 
said Kellam. 

Their families also helped 
along the way. The children 
proofread the book numerous 
times and Kellam's oldest son 
would help transpctft the younger 
kids to appointments. Their hus- 
bands, however, were su^xMlive, 
but didn't really believe the two 
women would ever pursue, not to 
mention complete, the book. 

"They supported us, but they 
didn't really believe we'd do it 
until we began to get serious 
about it," said Matson. 

Kellam and Matson's husbands 
know they're serious now; there 
are 10,000 copies of the book in 
Matson's garage to prove it They 
ordered 1,000 copies at first, 
which have been distributed to 
local book stores, gift and sou- 
venir shops and campgrounds. 

The hardest part about 
publishing a book, they said, is

marketing it. Kellam and Matson 
now spend their days traveling in 
one of their vans, a cooler packed 
with soft drinks and lunch, visit- 
ing stores and shops in different 
sections of the city.

along Atlantic Avenue. 

"As a result, he lost control and 
hit a utility pole." Thurston said. 

According to Thurston, most 
water gun owners are not children: 
the majority are in their teens a 
20s. he said. Since many water gun 
complaints stem from the Ocean- 
front. Thurston said that the de- 
partment's second precinct has ad- 
dressed the problem. 

"Those individuals who are 
squirting each other or otiKr pec^le 
will be charged with disturbing the 
peace," he said. "The victim of the 
squirt gun battle can also prosecute 
for assault" 

Squirt guns can be purchased at 
just about any souvenir shop or toy 
store, but because the guns are dan- 
gerous, not to mention annoying to 
some, sevoal Oceanfront stores has 
taken the guns off their shelves. 

A manager at Souvenir City at 
the Oceanfront, who requested diat 
her name not be published, said shI; 
was told by her supmcvs not to sell 
the guns anymore. 

"I'm happy not to be selling 
them," she said. "When diey squirt 
my cashiers in the face or a trolley 
driver and he has an accident, that's 
enough." 

The manager said although the 
State once sold a lot of the guns, it 
hasn't hurt business to discontinue 
them. 

K & K Toys, on the other hand, 
will conduct business as usual and 
continue to sell the wator guns. The 
company's biggest seller, said se- 
nior buyer Bryan Bagwell, is the 
"Super Soaker," a large, nron gun 
that can reportedly shoot a steady 
^ream of water up to SO feeL 

"That's the hottest thing selling 
right now." said Bagwell. "We'r*; 
planning on continuing to sell 
them. Some stores at the beach 
have pulled them from Uieir 
shelves." 

AcoMiUng to Bagwell, a ship- 
moit of 2,000 guns was di^buted 
among the company's 13 local 
stores. Tliat's 150 guns per stwc, at 
$10 a |N6ce, which Bagwell said 
will be soM out within one week. 

"Some stores get in a few cases 
and they only last a few hours," he 
said. 

K & K stores also ^1 a smaller 
water gun, diat cosu anywhere 
from 99 cents to $3.99. The small 
guns are also big sellers. Bi^well 
said; each K & K store sells about 
1.500 per year. 

"We do s(dl an awful lot of the 
water guns," he said. "This year, 
we've done a lot bettt^ than we have 
in the piSL." 

Bagwell crediu llw water gun 
craze lo the interest drawn from the 
super soaker. He addai that a few 
years ago, becaise they v/an adver- 
tised on television and were battery 



operated, water guns were big sell- 
ers. 

Then, Congress passed a law on 
all toy guns, requesting that com- 
panies not produce them to Vxk so 
realistic. There were several in- 
stances where children were 
pretending that die y/atet guns were 
real and some were shot by police 
as a result, Bagwdl said. 

"It was a good diing that they did 
it, but the toy gun business went 
through a dqnession," he said. 

Water guns are also a normal 
stock item at die Everydiing's a 
Dollar store at Lynnhaven Mall. 
But die store hasn't had die guns on 
die shelf for about diree weeks - it 
keqis selling out 

"A kM of pec^le come in and ask 
fw water guns," said store manager, 
Joe Sabatino. "Just old-fashioned 
water guns like when you were a 
kid." 

There are no super soakers at 
Everything's a Dollar, just the 
small, simple water guns diat are 
"loaded" from die top and sealed 
widi a plug. The guns, which sell 
fot $1 and hold little water, come in 
all different colws, Sabadno said - 
reds, greens, blues, but "nodiing 
diat looks like a real gun or any- 
Uiing." 

According to Thurston, no action 
has been taken by die city of Vir- 
ginia Beach to ban die water guns. 
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He said diat since the department 
has begun charging those who vio- 
late die water gun rule, die number 
of complaints seems to have 
dnqqied slighdy. 

"They've (die guns) gotten quite 
sophistkated and are able to shoot 
water at quite a distance widi quite 
an amotmt of force behind them," 
said Thurston. "People don't want 
to walk around and get hosed 
down." 

Rodriguez woukln't have minded 
being drenched, at least it wouldn't 
have posed a dweat to her h^di. 

"Water is all fun and games, but 
you never know the »:tions of any- 
body diese days," she said. 

Though she said die youth who 



shot her wasn't out to hurt any- 
body, she also said diat children are 
beginning to ^Hise water guns. She 
won't alk)w her diree children pUy 
with any type of toy gun. 

"Yuu have to teach your kids 
right from wrong. Kids have some 
really strange ideas. The guns are 
dangerous if they're filled widi 
bleach," Rodriguez said. "It's just 
like a weapon." 

Ray Fowlw, K & K Toys* dis- 
trict manager, said his stores sell 
water guns so kids can have fua 

"It's all in fun." he said. 
"Whedier diey get carried away widi 
die guns has to do widi Uie person 
who owns die toy."

took her place. Because of the 
amount of work involved, not 
many people wanted to take on the 
rde of president, she said.

Dougherty, a 32-year-okl Radfoid 
University graduate, majored in 
speech widi a radio and television 
concentration. But, upon gradutt- 
ing, she realized she no longer 
chose lo be in the cofflmunk:ations 
field. Instead, she took a job at a 
Richmond bank and discovered die 
computer workL 

In 1986, Dougherty moved to 
Virginia Beach lo be ck)set to col- 
lie frioids. She "bununed around" 
for dxwt a month until she finally 
landed a job widi CDI. Widi little 
computer experience and no com- 
puter instruction under her belt, 
Dougherty became a conputer in- 
nivctot. 

"I'm »lf-taught am] self- teamed. 
I went into it f(%t first" she ^d. 
"Computers and I seem to gel along 
vay well. I pick up very quickly." 



Dougherty is in the process of 
becoming a certified instructor. 

"I enjoy being able to teach peo- 
ple something they don't know. 
They're so afraid of die computer; 
they're so intimidated by it," she 
said. 

Dougherty said diat some classes 
at CDI last two, diree or four days 
for six hours, and some last for four 
to six wedcs. 

"1 Uiink Uiey're die greatest 
diings diat have ever been invented. 

I use it for 
evo'vthing." she said. 

Ccmiputers shouki come in handy 
for all the Oceanfront Jaycees pa- 
perwork and various projects for 
which Dougherty is now respoisi- 
ble. As president she oversees the 
orpuuzation, liAens u> new ideas 
(torn n^mbcn. conducts n^etings 
and works on increasing member- 
ship. 

Asi(te from getting die Jaycee 
name out lo die public. Dougherty 
said die ffganizatkn worits ckisly 
widi die Adopt-A-Highway pro- 
gram, the Seatack Community 
Center, the Neptune Festival and 
die Cyok Fdxofis Found«k». 



"We seem to do a lot ot com- 
munity stuff. We're here to do 
diings for die community and the 
monbers," said Dougherty. 

Some main concons of die or- 
ganization are to help as many 
people as it can, including die el- 
deriy aid die environment Efforts 
are also being made to help im- 
prove die Oceanfront

Dougherty said she is also on a 
mission to find out why only 20 
percent of die 103 members are 

"active" in die cH^iization. She is 
also urarkii^ townds holding more 
membership functions Uiat don't 
include alcdid. Many Oceanfnmt 
Jaycee socials do involve alcohol 
and Dougherty said some potential 
members may shy away from Urn. 

In her qiare time, Dougherty 
volmtens for die Vi^inia Beach 
Center for die Arts, golfs and en- 
joys ouKkxv activites. 

"Fm a hyper person by Mtture," 
d« said. "I don't know what I 
wMid do if 1 didn't have ^,000 
diings to do." 



season, Ruiz said. 

That nteans, thai widi die city's 
metoed parking specxs and puking 
kit q»ce8 combined, diere are never 
more dian 1,485 total city spaces at 
any tme given time, for as numy as 
1,485 cars a day during die sum- 
mer. 

"Parking is very hard lo measure. 
Some peo|^ will oom|rfain and say 
diere's no place to park," he added. 
"If you come down and want to 
park imd smdl the ocean, you may 
be disappointed and not find a 
space." 

The poridng lots' fees vary, de- 
pending on die time of day and day 
of the week. Usually, porkers must 
pay $3 to park from 8 a.m. to 4 
p.m.. Monday through Thursday. 
On Fridays, die kits charge $3 to 
park from 8 a.m. to midnight and 
charge $5 to parte during those same 
hours on Saturday and Sunday. 

According to Ruiz, parking 
complaints are a dime a dozen. 

"There's a concqition diat if you 
don't park conveniently to your 
destination, you've got a problem." 
he said. 

Ruiz said diat the lots often fill 
up because of day users, or those 
who travel from Richmond, 
Portsmoudi or Chesapaike, for ex- 
ample. Those day-trippers create 
more of a demand for parking, he 
said. 

"You have to realize dial diere is 
private paiking out there - plenty of 
it" Ruiz said. 

There are countless privately 
owned parking lots along the reswt 
strip, most of which charge the 
same, if not more, than the city- 
owned lots. Virginia Beach resi- 
dents, many of whom woilc at the 
Oceanfront are often forced lo pay 
high paiking fees for a few hours. 

"It sucks," said Angle 
Drumheller, a waitress at Milton's 
Pizza on 19di Sti'eet and Adantic 
Avenue. "There's no parking for us 
whatsoever. We have to hike it" 

Geoff Osteen, a 24-year-old bar- 
tender at Chicho's on 21st Sb^et 
said he often rides his bike from his 
nearby Shadowlawn honte lo w«k 
because diere is nowhere for him lo 
park. If he does drive, because Chi- 
cho's does not have its own lot, 
Osteen said he parks at least four 
bkx:ks in on Mediterranean Avoiue. 

"That's if I'm lucky," he said. "If 
it's a weekend, I have to paA even 
fuilherback." 

Drumheller said that Milton's 
emptoyees often park at the Wind- 
jammer Hotel across the street, but 
if the hotel is busy, diey have to 
move their cars. Since she usually 
works the morning shift, 
Drumheller said it's not loo hard lo 
find a parking spot 

"It usually takes a half-hour to 
45 minutes lo find a place lo park. 
There's none for employees here," 
she said. 

Ruiz said thm Virginia Beach 
residents need to understand dial 
some of the money they are 
charged for parking is going to- 
wards improving the resort area. 
Some of tiie money is also used for 
die parking program and the Ciptal 
Improvement Progran, he said. 

Ruiz added that studies have 
shown dial odier resort cities, such 
as Ocean City, Md., ot Myrtle 
Beach, S.C, chaige mme fw parie- 
ing on an avoage. For a family va- 
catkxiing in Virginia Beach, $5 is 



not a lot to park, he said. 

"You want diem to come down 
hoe because it Uxks good and in a 
way you're paying for that It's not 
unusual for a city to work in that 
fashion." he said. 

Tree-lined stireels. new park 
benches and sidewalks enviously 
are not important enough to some 
day-lrippors. They'd radier not come 
to die beach if ihey have to pay a 
fortune. 

Chesiq}eake's Anita Young said 
her family usually visits the 
Oceanfront twice a mondi. They 
mske a 30-minute drive to speM a 
day on die beach. 

"We usually come off of (Route) 
44 and go straight to die beach 
from diere." she said. 

The last time die Youngs trav- 
eled 10 the beach, Uiey parieed in a 
Wendy's parking lot and "made a 
run for it" Young said. Luckily, 
die car was not towed or ticketed. 
Odm- times, diey try to park aioag 
die street by a meter. 

"We lucked mt one time. Some- 
one pulled out and we pulled in." 
Young s^d. 

She has also paid to parie in a 
city-ovmed kH. But she doesn't like 

it 

"it's too expensive. It shouldn't 
be any more dian a dollar to parie. 
More peapic will come to die beach 
to eat and shop if diey don't have to 
pay a fortune to park. They'll come 
more often, loo," said Young.

I'd go 
back to Waterside or something 
where parking is cheaper," he said. 
"I only paid $3 lo park at Harbor- 
fest" 

In time, Ruiz said, diere may 
be more parking lots available at 
die Oceanfront When areas begin 
developing, parking may be part of 
diat concept But for now, residents 
of Virginia Beach and its visitors 
will have to setde f« what is al- 
ready out there. 

Osteen and Drumheller are all 
for die idea of more parking lots, 
but they wish locals could get a 
break on finding places to park. 

"It would be great if diey would 
work somediing out to help locals 
out. The local guy really doesn't 
have a place to parte," said Osteen. 
"It would be nice if we liad a ^)ecial 
rate."

27- Year-Old Chef Wiles 
Recieves Rave Reviews

SuffWriler 

When Stephen Wiles was a 
little boy, his great grmidfalher, a 
Greek restaurantcur, introduced 
him to gounnet cuisine. At an 
early age Wiles learned to love 
many seafood and pasta dixies, 
plus recipes heavy on the garik 
and scallions. 

Wiles, a Green Run resident, 
regrets that his grandfatho-, Steve 
Constantine, isn't alive to sec 
him today. He's curraitly the one 
and only chef at The Lock's Point 
restaurant in Great Bridge, and 
one of a handful of chefs in the 
cityofChes^)cake. 

Wiles didn't land his current 
job by waltzing in with an aiHxm, 
and spatula - he worked in three 
Virginia Beach restaurants prior 
to Lock's Point, plus he received 
a degree from Johnson and Wales 
University's Culinary Arts Divi- 
sion in Norfolk. 

"I started out just like anyone 
else, bussing tables and washing 
dishes," said Wiles, 27. "I just 
stuck with it and wMked my way 
up." 

Wiles started out working aP 
J.L. Seagulls, the Ivanhoe and 
Lynnhaven Fish House. 

"Seafood recipes are my fa- 
vorites," said Wiles, who's 
known for creating his own 
recipes, such as a crab pasta dish 
with Smithfield ham and arti- 
choke hearts, and an almond fried 
shrimp entree, which is shrimp 
fried in a batter with slivered al- 
monds and saved with an orange 
sauce. 

He said he likes to experiment 
with recipes, especially pasta and 
seafood (Ushes. 

Wiles said a good chef, or 
cook, needs to have certain quali- 
ties to endure - he or she needs to 
be not only creative, quick and 
consistent, but also even tem- 
pered. 

"Cooking can be stressful," 
said Wiles, who works 1 1-hour 
days during most of v/etk and 14- 



boat days on Fridays and Satur- 
days. "Sometimes I might be 
codcing for a banquet of 50 peo- 
ple, plus for walk-in customers. 

Coordinalii^ everything tak« a 
lot ot coaceaaai&oxi. A teinp»a- 
mental chef does help make 
things easier." 

Wiles said chefs, despite their 
"refined" image get just as dirty 
as anyone else in a restaurant and 
have to cope with many little 
annoyances, such as running out 
of things and waking shifts with 
absent or new em|rioyei». 'To do 
this, you really have to love it," 
he said. "F(xtunalely. I do." 

Wiles said the best part of his 
job is receiving positive feedback 
from satisfied cusUrnios. "Those 
comments really make it all 
worthwhile," he said. Sometimes 
customer send back messages to 
him with the waitstaff ^XHit how 
they've enjoyed a dish, he said, 
and sometimes they even ask to 
meet Wiles. 

Wiles said Uiat working in a 
restaurant, no matter what one's 
role, is like being put of a team. 

"The end result, how well the 
customer is served and how much 
the customw enjoys him or her- 
self, depends on each part of the 
chain, from hostess lo waiter or 
waitress to cooks to dishwashers 
to table bussers," he said. 

Wiles is called a "chef," while 
other food preparers are called 
"cooks," because Wiles has a 
Culinary Arts degree and was 
hired in this position. In chefs 
school. Wiles said he took a wide 
variety of classes, from menu 
planning to french terminology 
to cost control and mixology, 
plus actual cooking classes. He 
said fifty or sixty other students 
graduated with him from the two- 
year program. 

'Tinding a job as a chef can be 
difficult for some," he said, "but I 
didn't have trouble, because I had 
worked in restaurants and gotten 
to know the business well and to 
meet people in it."
